HE tragic difficulty with the Dramatic Profession is that the rank and file of the 

theatre have no fixed period of employment—so no regular income. Weeks of 
rehearsal may result in plays whose life is a few nights only. Then come the often 
long, dreary and expensive waits for other engagements by which a whole season may 
pass in unemployment. 


Illness is an even more terrible spectre to the Actor than to others. As a rule, the 
hotel is his only home, and that home can be held only when he is working, so in- 
capacity means a double terror. But possessed of his own peculiar quality of the 
artistic temperament, he is unfit for anything but the theatre's life. 


In the days of its beginning the Actors’ Fund could cope with the demands made 
upon it, but the enormous expansion of theatrical producing has strained the 
exchequer beyond its capacity, so we must ask the help you are giving here. 
Today the Fund must spend over $200,000 yearly to bring home the stranded 
actor, to relieve the sick and destitute one and to maintain its Home. 


An Elizabethan house, set in fourteen acres of Staten Island’s lovely woods and fields. 
is the home now for thirty-nine actors and actresses, insuring them now the peace of 
sheltered dignity and in reserve the ultimate dignity, equally desirable, of burial by 
their comrades when “‘the rest is silence.” 


The actor may know no private grief, no physical disability—while he is on duty— 
self must be submerged. We ask your help for him in memory of the times the thea- 
tre may have assuaged your sorrow, while the actor, deeply merged in grief, perhaps 
as you, has helped you to forget. For your response today accept our gratitude and 
allow the further plea that in your philanthropical bequests you will include the 
Actors’ Fund, for it is by generosity that it survives to do its work.

In Wooden Car Issue 


Eeaboard Air Line Will Handle Equipment as Before— 
Captain Swain Presents Showman’s Status to 
Interstate Commerce Heads 


WACTHINGTON, Aug. 8.—Victory for 
showmen owning private wooden railroad 
cars, which several lines have tried to 


| turn down, was made practically come 


plete last week, when Captain W. I. 
Swain, owner of the Swain dramatic 
companies and chairman of the legal 
denartment of the Car-Owning Mane 
agers’ Association, after a long confer- 
ence in Norfolk. induced the Seaboard 
Air Line to rescind its ruling against 
wooden cars and to agree to handle all 
passenger equipment as before. The 
Seaboard is the last of the roads that 
had adopted a tariff against private 
wooden show Cars. 

From Norfolk Captain Swain came to 
Washington and spent two days in ex- 
plaining the showman’'s status to heads 
of the Interstate Commerce Commission. 
COMA'S method of handling the wooden 
car issue without the bother of formal 
hearings made a good impression on the 
I. C. C. heads, who expressed consider- 
able interest regarding the showman's 
position in the matter of commerce. One 
subject that particularly impressed the 
commission was the large number of 
business firms that are interested in the 


showman’s success, the amcunt of money 
that shows put into circulation at every 
stand, and the fact that all their debts 
are liquidated regardless of the amount 
of business done or the catastrophes 
encountered. Captain Swain also demon- 
strated the importance of the showman 
to the communities, to the State and 
county fairs, and to industry in general. 
thereby making the amusement business 
a part of the commerce of the nation. so 
that the obligation of the common 
carrier to the public makes it incumbent 
upon railroads to give showmen the same 
fair treatment accorded to other branch- 
es of commerce. 

Among other important points brought 
out was the fact that the showman is 
paying more for transportation than any 
other kranch of commerce. Incidental- 
lv in this connection, Captain Swain de- 
clares that if COMA had sufficient fi- 
nancial resources he prebably could 
bring about the elimination of the sur- 
charge on showmen's cars, including 
most of the parking charges in both 
passenger and freight service. In many

“Chain” Epidemic Hits Dancing Schools 


NEW YORK. Aug. 8.—Boris Petroff, D. 
Makarenko and Maitland La Belle are 
the personalities behind the formation 
last week of what is believed to be the 
first stage dancing school chain in the 
country. Petroff, well-known ballet mas- 
ter. is allied with Makarenko in a new 
vaudeville production firm and as an 
auxiliary to their two-a-day producing 
activities organized the national chain, 
placing La Belle in complete charge as 
general manager. ' 

In their New York office last week the 
trio laid out plans for the project, which 
will be known as the Boris Petroff In- 
stitute of Stage Dancing. Lad Belle has 
forsaken his Boston connectfons, where 
he is known as a concert m@€nager and 
theatrical trade paper publisher, apply- 
ing himself solely to the laying of plans 
for the chain of schools. The first 


branches will open simultaneously Sep- 
tember 1 in New York, New Haven and 
Boston, where sites have already been se- 
lected. Later in the season the firm will 
invade, in turn, Des Moines, Denver, Buf- 
falo, Chicago, Los Angeles, New Orleans, 
St. Lous, Kansas City, Mo., and Atlanta. 
Each of the branches will be headed by 
@ permanent ballet master. Altho the 
curriculum of the various schools will 
include every branch of stage dancing, 
the principal idea behind the project is 
to develop talent for exploitation in 
vaudeville and on the legit. stage under 
its sponsorship. Petroff has announced 
that he will take more than a supere 
visory part in the conduct of the schools. 
It is likely that he will be chiefly con- 
cerned, from the pedagogical end, with 
the New York school, the location of 
which has not yet been made known. 


Shows Carrying Live Stock Are Warned 
About Quarantined Area in Mississippt 


For several years many of the travel- 
ing shows that carry live stock either 
for baggage purposes or for exhibition 
have experienced difficulty and some- 
times financial loss in getting out of 
various Southern areas which were 
quarantined on account of ticks. To 
guard against future inconvenience and 
expense on this account, shows are ad- 
vised to heed the following warning 
and instructions issued by Dr. R. V. Raf- 
nel, State Veterinarian and Executive 
Officer. Mississippi State Live Stock 
Sanitary Board, Jackson, Miss.: 


“The State of Mississippi for some 
time has maintained a Central Disin- 
fecting Station at Hattiesburg for the 
purpose of disinfecting live stock which 
was to be shipped out of the quaran- 
tined area into the free area of the 
State, or adjacent States, but efective 
July 1, 1927, this station was closed and 
at present there is no lecal way bv 
which live stock may be moved out of 
the quarantined area either intra or 
inter-State. This means thaf if a cir- 
cus should get into quarantined areas 
of Mississippi it would automatically 
quarantine itself, and at present there 


is no way by which it could be released 
from such quarantine. This, of course, 
would be disastrous to the circus and 
would cause it to have a very unfriendly 
feeling toward the State. 


“The quarantined area of Mississippi 
consists of the following counties: Amite, 
Covington, Clarke, Forrest, Greene, 
George, Hancock, Harrison, Jefferson 
Davis, Jackson, Jasper, Jones, Lamar, 
Lawrence, Marion, Pearl River, Perry, 
Pike, Smith, Stone, Simpson, Wayne 
and Walthall. Under the laws of the 
State, since the Disinfecting Station has 
been closed, no cattle. horses, mules, 
jacks or jennets can be moved out of 
this territory, and it 1s requested that 
all circuses and other traveling shows 
that contemplate coming into Mississip- 
pi this fall make their itinerary thru 
the free area of the State and refrain 
from going into the quarantined area. 


“If the advance agents of traveling 
shows will get in touch with the State 
Veterinarian he will be glad to assist 
them in getting into the State and out 
of it without unnecessary inconven- 
fence.” 


Reservations 10 Weeks Ahead 
For “Maritza” at Dallas Fair 


DALLAS, Aug. 6.—The appearance 
of a Broadway musical comedy at 
the Fair Park Auditorium as one of 
the principal features of the annual 
State Fair has become such an im- 
portant theatrical event here that 
seats for this year’s attraction, the 
Shubert operetta, Countess Maritza, 
are being reserved 10 weeks in ad- 
vance. 

Dr. Harrison B. Cave, of this city. 
made the first reservations. He sent 
in his check last week and asked for 
two seats in the seventh row center. 
As the scalping evil does not flourish 
here, the doctor stands a chance of 
getting the desired seats at the box- 
office without having to Pay any 
extra charges. 

Incidentally, Dr. Cave has seen all 
the previous State Fair musical at- 
tractions at least twice, and in order 
not to fall below this record in the 
1927 season he has reserved two seats 
for the opening night of the show. 
October 8, and the same seats for the 
October 12 performance.

NEW YORK, Aug. 8.—Vitaphone ; 
just a year old. During that time insta)- 
lations of the apparatus have mounted 
to about 175, as against removals in six 
theaters for various reasons.

During the summer a number of 
houses have not run Vitaphone because 
of necessity for retrenchment in pro- 
grams. Vitaphone has permitted this 
shutdown for 12 weeks without cost to 
the exhibitor. To those who have run 
Vitaphone thruout the summer, a rebate 
has been allowed. 

With the opening of the new season, 
it is understood, the seat tax for use of 
Vitaphone is to be eliminated. The Elec- 
trical Research Products, subsidiary of 
Western Electric Company, which has in- 
stallation rights of Vitaphone, has per- 
fected its Western Electric Sound Pro- 
jector, which combines facilities for re- 
production of both Vitaphone and 
Movietone.

NEW YORK, Aug. 8.—For the first time since the fracas started on the West 
Coast over the slashing of actors’ salaries, the American Federation of Labor has 
come out with a definite and presumably official opinion of the Academy of Motion 


Picture Arts and Sciences. 


In the official bulletin issued Saturday from the labor 


headquarters in Washington, extensive reference is made to the situation of the 


movie players, and the Academy is 
caustically branded as “the producers’ 
company-union”. Disapproval is expressed 
of the actors who rushed to the labor 
camp, when they thought they were go- 
ing to be hurt, and then failed to grasp 
the opportunity of organization offered 
them by Frank Gillmore, executive sec- 
retarv of the Actors’ Equity Association. 

In labor circles here it is thought that 
the decision of the motion picture actors 
to hold in abeyance the drive for 100 
per cent closed shop will be held against 
them, and may even result in hostile 
action from the production and main- 
tenance unions when next the question 
arises of cutting down the overhead in 
the picture fleld Several prominent of- 
ficials are said to be of the opinion that 
the studio workers will side against the 

tors. any sympathy that once existed 
having been pretty much wiped out. and 
if cuts have to be made anywhere the 
labor parties will co all they can to see 
that the players get it first. As far as 
Equity Officials are concerned, the issue 
is dead for the present. Gillmore states 
that his association will continue to take 
in motion picture actors who apply. but 
the inevitable lesson will be allowed to 
sink in before another concentrated drive

Broadway Infested With Huck- 
sters Doing Business Without 
Offices , 


NEW YORK. Aug. 8—Booking huck 
sters are working Broadway at various 
advantageous corners and points. sing- 
ing up artistes “on the cuff” for vari- 
ous kinds of engagements. The entrance 
to the Bond building. on the main stem 
just two doors below the Palace. which 
probably holds the record for theatrical 
tenants and carries more performers in 
its elevators than any other building 
hereabouts, is a popular rendezvous for 
the bookers without an office. 

They make their headquarters in the 
arcade type of lobby and catch the ar- 
tistes as they enter or leave the build- 
ing. The bookers book for all fields 
Some specialize in vaudeville: others in 
cabarets, night clubs, outdoor engage- 
ments, legit. shows, etc. 

A few complaints have been heard 
from established bookers of the activi- 
ties of the hucksters. They promise 
everything, give little, but their oper- 
ations in many cases hurt the artiste 
who drops other negotiations. 

Ninety per cent of the “cuff bookers” 
are without enough bankroll to have 
office headquarters anywhere. but in 
variably find places where artistes can 
ring them up, or get the artistes’ ad- 
dresses and make engagements at music 
publishers and other places to conduct 
further business in connection with 
booking. etc.

Master 
Jay Ward, five vears old, has been work- 
ing in this country with his parents, the 
team of Ward and Dooley. 

After it was ‘earned young Ward could 
not speak French, the contract issued 
him several weeks ago was canceled. 
This is the only reason given by Reeves 
& Lamport, of London, thru whom the 
booking was negotiated, for the move. 

In a cable sent to Fred De Bondy, who 
booked Ward for the Paris engagement, 
beginning September 16, Recves & Lam- 


port sent this message: “Understand Jay 
Ward cannot speak French. Therefore, 
contract Paris off.” 


Incensed by this action, particularly 
since there had bven no question about 


Ward having to speak French, and this 
had not been discussed in negotiation 
of the booking, De Bondy wrote Reeves 
& Lamport this week: 

“Your cable received, stating that 
Master Jey Ward's Paris date is off. If 
you remember, there never was any 
question about the boy speaking French 
in anv of our correspondence, and we 


depended on the bov drawing the Ameri- 
can Legion crowd that will be in Paris 
during the time that Master would be 
there, and, he being the official mascot 
of the Legion, we depended on that for 
him to draw money into the theater. 

“Surely the American English-speaking 
soldiers would appreciate hearing a clever 
American artiste that they could under- 
stand 

“However, as far as I am concerned, I 
do not care. As long as that is your way 
of looking at it. let it go at that. I felt 
all the time that there was something 
wrong in this transaction, because you 
never sent the confirmation to me 

“It is very fortunate me that I 
don't have to depend on foreign book- 
ings, because I would not fare very 
well 

“I have lived longs before I ever booked 
Master Jay Ward thru you, and, if God 
spares me, I will live a long time after- 
ward.”

Miller Theater, Milwaukee, and Rialto, Chicago, To Be Dropped— 
Expansion Includes Houses in New York, Detroit. Columbus, 
Richmond, San Antonio, Houston, Akron, Pittsburgh 


NEW YORK, Aug. 8—Before the new seasOn is well under way several addi- 
tions and replacements in the Loew vaudeville chain will have taken place. The 
principal developments along these lines will be the withdrawal from the cir- 
ruit’s road tour of the Miller Theater, Milwaukee, and the Rialto Theater, Chicago. 


which are considered the busiest grinds 
The dropping of these houses will not 
affect the Loew road tour in so far as 
playing time is concerned. Several weeks 
before the last Loew bill plays these 
houses, on August 21, the State Theater, 
Detroit. and the Broad Theater, formerly 
the James, Columbus, will be added to 
the route. The reorganization and ex- 
pansion of Loew's out-of-town vaudeville 
holdings will also be affected before next 
season by the addition of new houses 
in Richmond. Va.; Houston, Tex.: San 
Antonio. Tex.; Akron, O., and Pittsburgh 

With the adjustment of playing sched- 
ules in the metropolitan area, which will 
be accomplished by the end of next 
month, the Loew Time will be in a po- 
sition to offer 131, weeks of work to 
acts booked solid over the circuit. This 
ficure includes the addition September 1 
of the Commodore. on the East Side, 
which was bought by Loew from the 
M & S Circuit about a year ago and 
has since been operated as a Straight 
picture house with a Loew personnel in- 
stalled The Commodore will use split- 
week bills, fitting into the triangle 
formed by Loew on the lower East Side 
with his Delancey and Avenue B the- 
aters Of the two last-named houses, one 
is doomed to terminate its career. ac- 
cording to report. Loew is building at 
Canal and Ludlow streets and this house 
will undoubtedly take the place of the 
older East Side grinds Three other Loew 
vaudeville and picture houses will be 
completed in the metropolitan area by 
next year Sites for these prospective 
stands are located at T7ist street and 
Third avenue, Manhattan, and Eighth 
and Ninth streets, Brooklyn. 

The addition of the State, Detroit, 
brings toan end speculation by showmen 
over a long period as to the house Loew 
would adopt in that city as his road- 
show stand. Reports have been insistent 
that Loew had been dickering with C. H. 
Miles for his new Oriental Theater. The 
State, a Publix house, has been finally 
chosen, it is believed, due to the better 
facilities existing for a tie-up between 
the owners of that stand and the Loew 
outfit. The deal for the acquisition of 
the old James Theater, Columbus, had 
been effected for some time. 

The slated withdrawal of the Rialto, 
Chicago, and the Miller, Milwaukee, was 
rumored to have been prompted by the 
dissatisfaction of acts and bookers with 
conditions in those houses. Acts are 
forced to do the four-a-day trick in 
those houses and other undesirable fac- 
tors are said to have hastened their 
separation from the road-show route. In 
affirming the report that those houses 
will be dropped, a Loew booking official 
declared that they are too small in seat- 
ing capacity to warrant carrying the top- 
heavy road-show units. The average 
show's cost is being raised gradually 
from $2.500 to $3,500, and with the limit 
Teached, the official further explained, 
the limited capacities of those houses 
Would place them in the losing class in 
a short time 

The Emery Theater, Providence, will 
return to the Loew road-show books 
September 1, probably using for the first 
several weeks the surplus of acts caused 
by the Milwaukee and Chicago closings. 
It is doubtful whether at this time the 
loew organization is making any serious 
moves to replace the canceled stands in 
these cities. 

The Melba, Brooklyn, altho operated as 
& Vaudeville and picture stand by Loew 
for the past year, has not yet been offi- 
Cally inaugurated into the three-a-day 
chain. Extensive alterations are prac- 
tieally completed and the opening will 
take place in several weeks when an im- 
portant announcement regarding a 
change in the policy of the Metropolitan, 
Loew's only full-week stand in Brooklyn, 
IS expected.

Prosperous Season Gives Actors 
Cue for Refusing ‘‘Cuts” on 
Small and Big Time 


NEW YORK, Aug. 8.--The last season 
in the independent realm, happy haven 
of those acts that were unable to crash 
the big time, was so prosperous that an 
unprecedented majority of vaudeville ar- 
tistes took vacations this summer, with 
the result that a frightful shortage of 
acts exists at the present time noi only 
in the independent field tut on the big 
time. 

A survey of the independent agencies 
reveals the fact that the utmost dif- 
ficulty has been experienced this month 
and during all July in filling bills with 
good material. Those available for work 
are not particularly keen about taking 
“cute”. 

This is also true of the big, established 
circuits which buy material at less 
money during the hot months. Reports 
indicate that shows have been below 
average this summer for that reason. 

The early routing of acts for next sea- 
son, which began last March before acts 
had finished up last season's work, had 
much to do with the condition now ex- 
isting. Acts had their 1927-'28 routes 
tucked away in their trunks and were 
not worrying about getting an early 
start this fall by hanging around the 
independent offices all summer to be 
sure they got their acts “shown”. 

Fally Markus, Jack Linder, Arthur 
Fisher and other leading independent 
bookers are still of the opinion that next 
vear will be vaudeville’s outstanding 
boomer. but that the season of 1928-’29 
is bound to see many houses now oper- 
ating turning into garages, fire stations 
end the like, with bond and mortgage 
companies, now financing hundreds of 
new theaters, the owners of the proper- 
ties.

Change of Act Weekly 
Is Policy in Mexico 


NEW YORK, Aug. 8—Mexico ts no 
place for the American vaudeville per- 
former unless he is prepared to change 
his routine at least once a week. If he 
can meet these requirements, the coun- 
try south of the Rio Grande offers op- 
portunity for unusually long engace- 
ments under most desirable working 
conditions. 

This is the advice handed out by 
booking men conversant with conditions 
in Mexico and comes as a result of the 
increasing number of American acts 
who cross the border in search of en- 
gagements on spec. There are no estab- 
lished agencies booking American talent 
for Mexican houses. 

Engagements in the larger cities, such 
as Mexico City, are usually for a six 
months’ period, with the act expected 
to split its routine with others on the 
bill in order to make several appearances 
at each performance. Mexican managers 
also require fresh material weekly. 


Most of the better-class houses play 
a combination picture and vaudeville 
policy, with the bulk of the acts either 
native or imported from Spain. Good 
American singing and dancing acts, how- 
ever, find favor with the managers. It ts 
not uncommon for an act of headline 
proportions with a popular following to 
play engagements cf from one to three 
years in Mexico City alone. 


The best show town from a money 
standpoint for American acts, according 
to agents in the know, is Tampico, the 
center of the oil country. This city 1s 
wide open and has several large cabarets 
catering exclusvely to Gringos. These 
places are declared to be among the fin- 
est amusement resorts of their kind.

pacity of this circult by approximately 
45.000. The Orpheum total of 10 proj- 
ects is in excess of $29,.000.000 and in- 
cludes houses of large seating capacity. 


Loew projects under way or planned 
call for an outlay of more than $15,.000.- 
000, while Pantages acquired new hold- 
ings representing an investment of more 
than $3,000.000. The bulk of theaters 
planned are of the independent variety. 
designed for a combination policy of 
vaudeville and pictures and with an 
average capacity of approximately 2,000. 
The total seating capacity of the proj- 
ects listed during the last 12 months fs 
237,700. 


New York heads the Hst of States 
represented, with 24 entalling a total in- 
vestment of more than $29,000,000. Ohio 
comes second with 10 enterprises totaline 
$18.375.000. New Jersey and Illinois 
each have six, the Mid-Western State's 
investment total being $18,150,000 as 
against Néw Jersey’s $2,925,000. Of the 
27 remaining States represented, three 
reported five new ventures, one four and 
two three. The rest are represented by 
one and two houses. 


Strong activity in the independent 
field is revealed, with combination pic- 
ture and vaudeville theaters the rule 
In most instances where these houses 
are concerned financing has been local. 
In many cases these independent houses 
when completed will be in direct com- 
petition to circuit-owned or controlled 
theaters, and tn a few instances both in- 
dependents and the circuits are repre- 
sented by new undertakings in the same 
locality. 

The record total of more than $100.- 
000,000 invested in vaudeville realty dur- 
ing the 1926-'27 season not only prom- 
ises increased profits for the backers but 
more work for the performers as well.

A mixed team possessed with sky-high 
appeal. AS a sap comedian the man is 
a riot.

He affects a nasality in his line- 
reading that is good for laughs regard- 
less of repetition. The girl, of the buxom 
type, is a feeder par excellence and a 
capable light comedienne in her own 
right. In their cross-patter the pair prove 
very amusing. The opening talk con- 
cerns the ill luck that attended the girl 
at a racing meet. The man had been her 
tipster and, judging from the venom di- 
rected at him by his partner. his knowl- 
edge of horses is restricted to the hobby 
species. The following interlude witnesses 
the laugh-provoking talent of the girl.

Orchestras “ehat Survive 


By LEO REISMAN 


HE world dances merrily on to the 

rhythm of tempus fugit, while for 

the moment Pan in a plugged hat 
Pipes a jazzy lay. Here tcday, gone to- 
morrow. That is the law of the uni- 
verse. There is no escaping it. Poor 
man, rich man, beggar man, thief—all 
must bow to the dictates of time. Conse- 
quently the brief span that is ours be- 
comes a mad struggle for existence—a 
struggle which eventually resolves itself 
into a survival of the fittest. 


In the evolution of all things since 
the beginning of time only that pos- 
sessing sufficient strength to overcome 
all that which has stood in the way of 
its progress has survived. And so it is 
in this giddy era of ours. 


As an example, let us consider the 
modern dance orchestra, its inception 
and its development. We ere all familiar 
with its history. It dates from a com- 
paratively recent period—the awakening 
of the so-called jazz age. Overnight the 
world went dance mad, and overnight 
thousands of dance orchestras sprang in- 
to existence. The struggle was on! 


In this struggle the age-old conflict for 
the survival of the fittest finds a mod- 
ern parallel. 

Of the countless dance orchestras 
which entered the struggle less than a 
score of years ago, how many have with- 
stood this comparatively short test of 
time? One can almost count them on 
the fingers of his hand—a scant half 
dozen at the most. 

And why? 

Because those that have survived pos- 
sessed a certain something; a force un- 
found in the others. That force is per- 
sonality. 

And what is personality? 

Personality is intangible. If is that 
which distinguishes one individual from 
another. All possess it in some degree. 
Those who possess it in greater degree 
lead: those who possess it in lesser dee 
gree follow. 

The measure of personality in show 
business is success or failure. 


When I speak of personality as the 
chief factor responsible for the success 
of the orchestras which have withstood 
the test of time I speak of it in the 
individual sense. For the successful or- 
chestra reflects the perscnality of the 
man qualified by its very force as the 


leader, just as any other medium de- 
pendent upon the direction of an indi- 
vidual reflects his personality, and 
stands or falls upon its strength or weak- 
ness. 

Some may raise the question: But is 
not an orchestra a group of individuals 
each possessing personality in his own 
right? 

True! 

But, then, is not an orchestra an 
instrument? And does not the leader 
play upon this instrument? And in 
playing upon it, in interpreting the music 
before him, he infuses it with his own 
personality. No two men will interpret 
the same piece of music in the same 
way. This because no two men possess 
the same degree of personality. 

Just as the music becomes infused 
with the personality of the director, so 
does the personality of the individuals 
who comprise the instrument. Thus it 
is that the orchestra reflects the force 
which distinguishes its director as dif- 
ferent from other directors. 


Other factors also enter into the mak- 
ing of the successful orchestra. Ability 
measured in terms of technical knowl- 
edge, both where the director and his 
men are concerned; intelligent manage- 
ment and a hundred and one lesser 
things assume a contributory impor- 
tance, but foremost among these is per- 
sonality. 

One may acquire technical knowledge. 
Intelligent management is but the ap- 
plication of acquired knowledge from 
another field. as are the hundred and 
one other contributing factors. But one 
cannot acquire personality. He may 
develop it, perhaps, but never acquire it. 

Personalty is inborn. 

It is the personality of Paul Whiteman, 
the individual; Ted Lewis, the indi- 
vidual; Vincent Lopez, the individual, 
and the others who have taken the lead 
by sheer force of it, that is responsible 
for their success. Theirs has been a sur- 
vival of the fittest. And when these 
personalites answer the call of Time, as 
all must, there will come out of the 
struggle others equipped with the same 
force to forge ahead.

Song Anglers May Be Curbed 


For some time the American Society 
of Composers, Authors end Publishers 
has been trying to find some way which 
will enable it to prevent orchestra lead- 
ers and other anclers, who pose as songe- 
writers, from becoming members of the 
society and taking out money which 
rightfully belongs to regular members. 
Several leaders who have had their 


for membership during the past few 
months and have been rejected. 

Recently this phase of the song game 
has come up for some spirited discuse 
sion. When songwriters are asked why 
they split the credit and royalty with 
anglers, they maintain that the publish- 
ers are to blame and insist that they cut 
this or that orchestra in on songs. On 
the other hand, the publishers say it is 
the fault of the sonewriters, who submit 
the songs bearing the names of orches- 
tra leaders. 

Some time in the near future one di- 
rector of the society probably will offer 
a resolution asking that a motion be 
passed which will prevent a member 
from receiving credit for a number, when 
the fact has been proved that one of 
the supposed writers had no hand in 
the construction of the song and simply 
cut in for one reason or another. 
This director feels confident that when 
a songwriter knows that he may jeop- 
ardize his own interests thru cutting in 
some leader, he will not be so anxious 
to do it.

After one 
hums a tune to George two or three times he will 
play it just as well as tho he were reading it from 
the sheet music. 

Like other songwriters who have made the grade 
on Broadway, McConnell has had his ups and downs 
in the song game and is a good philosopher. 
a song fails to click he blames nobody but himself 
and just admits to himself that it was not there. 

McConnell never aspired to be a publisher until 
about a month ago, when he chanced to run into 
Nat Osborne, who also was thinking of opening his own office. The pair 
got together and finished two songs overnight and branched out as rege 
ular publishers with Oh, Ya Ya, and I’m Gonna Settle Up and Then I'll 


And it looks as tho George will have at least one big seller in Oh, 
Ya Ya, and possibly another in the second number. His only regret is 
that he did not turn publisher years ago.

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HE dav of the super honk-a-tonk 
musical or dramatic show is past; 
girl shows without artistic merit no 

longer succeed; interior America is cut- 
ting its eye teeth, and the shallow vul- 
garities of Broadway are losing favor 
with the American public. 

These, according to Lemuel F. Parton 
in a story copyrighted by the Consoli- 
dated Press Association, are the opinions 
of Harry Archer, a young man from 
Creston, Ia., regarded as the inevitable 
successor to Victor Herbert in the musl- 
cal world. Parton continues: 


“Putting his theories into practice, in 
collaboration with Harlan Thompson, 
Mr. Archer has written and sent on the 
road a series of musical comedies which, 
without exception, have been successful. 
He does not agree with H. L. Mencken 
and Sinclair Lewis that America is @ 
cultural wilderness. He writes and 
stages his productions from the view- 
point of the West and the Middle West 
and the South, and not of 42d street and 
Broadway. 


“The trouble with Broadway.’ said 
Mr. Archer, “is that it is behind the 
times. While America as a whole has 
been growing up and maturing in the 
arts Broadway has been standing still. 
There is a healthy little theater move- 
ment springing up all over America; 
there {s new creative vitality in music 
and there is evidence everywhere of the 
beginnings of native drama and music 
far more worth while than the old 
Broadway turned out—consisting mostly

“Mr. Archer attended Knox College, 
at Galesburg, Ill., and while an under- 
graduate wrote musical scores which 
caught the attention of the most dis- 
cerning critics in America. He was per- 
suaded to transfer to Princeton Univer- 
sity to lend a hand on college music and 
theatricals there. After he had pushed 
ahead rapidly to national recognition as 
a musician sensitive both to popular 
taste and high artis.\ic standards he 
wrote the musical scores for Twinkle 
Twinkle, Merry Merry and Little Jessie 
James, among other musical comedies, 
for which Mr. Thompson wrote the 
lyrics. He and Mr. Thompson were the 
first producers of musical comedy to take 
on the road muscial shows carrying @ 
complete orchestra, with a new combina- 
tion of instruments, adequate for the 
most criical requirements of an essen- 
tially musical production. In these per- 
formances the orchestra appears part of 
the time on the stage instead of in the 
pit. This emphasis upon musical essen- 
tials is rapidly revolutionizing theatrical 
music in America. In speaking of the 
future development of musical comedy 
Mr. Archer said: 

“‘For the first time in its history 
America at large is becoming intelligent- 
ly critical in the fields of literature, mu- 


sic and drama. The best work of the 
future will be done by men who are eS- 
sentially American and who are not 
dazzled by mere sophistication or by the 
smart and flippant currencies of metro- 
politan taste. I do not wish to belittle 
much splendid work now being done by 
Broadway producers, but I do want to 
insist that the end is at hand for the 
sleazy, commonplace productions, barren 
of taste or intelligence and rigged out 
with the old banalities of underdressed 
girls and third-rate music. 
“‘Fortunately. rising transportation 
costs have made it impossible to carry 
huge choruses around the country, and 
this situation is putting musical plays 
on their merits. The result has been 
all to the good. I believe the next few 
years will witness unprecedented success 
for the high-class road show. Traveling 
productions are of decidedly better qual- 
ity than in previous years, and the public 
is showing its appreciation. In view of 
the decay of the theater in America, due 
to the rise of the moving picture, this 
is a gratifying development. Even in 
cities of considerable size, in the inte- 
rior. there is a generation almost grown, 
of which many have never seen a play or 
a musical production. The rapid de- 
velopment of the little theater will do a 
lot to put an end to this and the dec- 
laration of independence of Broadway, 
with productions by men who know the 


West and South, whence many of our 
best artists come, will do the rest.’ 

“Mr. Archer's view is substantiated by 

abundant evidence from other sources. 
Eva Le Gallienne was so successful in 
appearing in high-class drama on her 
recent tour that she will send Out sev- 
eral road companies next season. Her 
plays will include Heijerman'’s The Good 
Hope, Gustav Wied'’s Two Plus Two 
Makes Five, Ibsen's Hedda Gabler, La 
Locandiera, Twelfth Night and other 
plays which previously have been re- 
garded as too limited in appeal for the 
road. 
“The King’s Henchman, the successful 
American opera, produced last winter 
by Edna St. Vincent Millay and Deems 
Taylor, has been booked for a road tour 
of 30 weeks next fall.”

T. R. M. P. A. Notes 


By PAUL ENGLISH 


President 


Had a very interesting letter from 
Brother Lewis, owner of the William F 
Lewis Stock Company. in which he ad- 
vocates a sort of “check system" for 
T. R. M. P. A. managers. Lewis writes 
“I feel that brother T. R. M. P. As. should 
not take each other's people unt!l they 
have permission of our president. for 1+ 
not only works hardship upon the man- 
acer, but upon every member of the com- 
pany. This should be in our by-laws— 
and here's something else I think would 
be of great help to us all. Every mem- 
ber of T. R. M. P. A. should report to our 
president the names of all actors work- 
ing for him each yveaft, the line of work 
they do. how the manager was pleased 
with each actor’s work, a true report on 
the actor's conduct, his habits and to 
what extent he worked to the interest of 
the manager.” 

This is all very good, Mr. Lewis. and 
there is no reason why some day T. R 
M. P. A. can't have a “check-up system" 
of some kind. not only upon actors, but 
upon musicians and canvasmen as well 
These are the boys that Jump your show 
without notice. probably owing the man- 
acer money advanced them. In fact, 
that’s when thev usually “blow”. If we 
keep tab on these bad boys and put 
them on the black Hist, refusing to em- 
ploy them unless they have a clean bill 
of sale from the last show they worked 
with, we could soon break up this very 
unprofessional! practice of “blowing” a 
show without notice. 


About the actor, I have always gotten 
a pretty fair deal in that direction. es- 
pecially since the Equity closed-shop 
policy, but IT don't think a T. R.M. P.A 
member should deliberately take an ac- 
tor from another brother’s show, unless 
the actor has given his proper notice 
and has some good reason for leaving 
I think the Equity contract is fair to 
actor and manager alike and takes care 
of this situation pretty well. You can't 
prevent an actor leaving a show if he 
wants to, and you can hardly prevent 
another manacer hirtnge that actor if he 


wants him. but. as Mr. Lewis savs. we 
can send in a rerort on said actor so 
that we may krow fust what type of 


man we are emniovinge. But. brothers 
we certainly must be fair with the actor 
in such a report, and not allow any per- 
Fonal prejudice or dislike to interfere 
with the fairness of our Judgment. “We 
can't stamp and tac the actor”, and we 
certainly don't want to tear down what 
he has worked so hard to build up. but 
rather to help. him build to greater 
heights. 
he manacer needs the actor and the 
actor certeinlv needs the manager, so we 
should attemnt at all times to treat 
each other fairly and dwell together in 
harmony. Equity and T. R. M. P. A 
should alwavs stand shoulder to shoulder. 
fighting torether. We are closely allied 
Mr. Lewis, your suggestion is a very 
valuable one The reliable actor wi!l 
not object toan honest renort concerning 


him, for every report would be a “refer- 
ence”. It's the bad boy that would raise 
a howl. 

Glad to have suggestions from our 
members—I need them. Noticed the 
T. R. M. P. A. seal in gold on your sta- 


tionery, Brother Lewis. Good boy. 


Texas managers, how about the “Texas 
ill fund" to pay Judge Simpkins for 
his valuable services in your behalf? 
Mail check to Harley Sadler, Sweetwater. 
Tex Sadler is treasurer of this fund 
and will be pleased to hear from you 
This matter should be wiped off the slate 
by the Texas tent-show managers, for it 
is they who have been benefited by 
Judge Simpkins’ successful efforts.

Current Comment---By Nelse 


The tabulated route sheet in this 
issue under the heading Columbia Cuir- 
cuit, giving the titles of shows, names 
of operators, company managers and 
agents, towns, theaters and house Man- 
agers. will set at rest all rumors and 
counter rumors as to the pélicy of the 
Columbia Amusement Company in its 
production and presentations of s} ows 
on its circuit for the coming season 

In recent issues we have given our 
readers the casting of companies, in 
which the names of many favorites ap- 
peared either as producing managers or 
featured principals, many of them ab- 
sent from the circuit for one oF more 
seasons. 


Several of these producers and prin- 
cipals had listened to the plausible per- 
suasion of promoters who induced them 
to forsake the Columbia Circuit for 
Broadway productions and vaudeville. 

When these well-known and popular 
producers ard principals were permitted 
to leave the circuit with no apparent 
effort on the part of Sam A. Scribner 
to hold them, rumors were rife that 
Scribner was losing his grip on the cir- 
euit and that it was on the decline, and 
many wondered why Scribner did little 
or nothing to hold those that many 
conceded to be indispensable factors in 
the future welfare of the circuit. 

Scribner unmoved by criticism con- 
tinued to mystify everyone with his 
continued silence, until we like others, 
referred to him as “Silent Sam", not in 
terms of disparagement but in resent- 
ment at his silence, when one and all 
alike in theatricals anxiously awaited 
his announcement of his aims, purpose 
and intent for the coming season. 

To those unfamiliar with the inner 
workings of the C. A. C., Scribner was 
doing little or nothing in the way of 
preliminary preparation for the presenta- 
tion of shows for the circuit for the 
coming season. 


The Billboard was the only theatrical 
journal that sought and found the real 
reason for Scribner's silence and his 
apparent inactivity. for it was The Bill- 
board that uncovered the visit of a steel 
magnate from Pennsylvania and his of- 
fering to Scribner and his business as- 
sociates of much money for their coal- 
mine holdings in a town adjacent to 
Scribner's home town, Brookville. 


Within a week of that visit there was 
a radical change in Scribner's methods 
and motives as it relates to the future 
of the Columbia Amusement Company 
and its vast theatrical holdings. 


Insead of waiting for the old-time 
producers to signify their willingness to 
invest their money in presentations for 
the coming season, Scribner. with the 


unanimous indorsement of his business 
associates. decided to finance more pro- 
ryressive and proficient producers in the 
operation of shows, thereby throwing in- 
to the discard the disgruntled and de- 


ficient producers who have been cheat- 
ing not only the circuit but themselves. 

Scribner setting a new standard for 
shows on the circuit with new producers, 
set a new standard for principals. with 
the result that many of those that had 
forsaken the Columbia Circuit for vaude- 
ville were glad to return to the circuit 
under the changed conditions. 

Chief among them are Jean Bedini, 
Frank X. Silk and Billy Gilbert, as pro- 
ducing managers, supplemented by 
others. including the Lander Brothers 
as featured principals in other shows. 

Scribner’s showmanship has done more 
to stabilize the Columbia Circuit during 
the past 10 weeks than any other factor 
im the past IO years. and a glance at 
the tabulated route sheet will convince 
the most skeptical that he has fully 
mastered the situation by eliminating 
the useless and making use of the use- 
ful. as it relates to houses, managers, 
producers and principals. 

Several unprofitable houses have been 
dropped from the circuit, thereby les- 
sening the railway jumps, with its at- 
tendant cost of transportation to pro- 
ducers and inconvenience to players 

Producers have been relieved of the 
cost of transportation to their opening 


towns, further benefited by better share 
ing terms at many of the houses. Prin- 
cipals and choristers 
by more equitable salaries. 

There is every evidence that for the 
most part producers on the Columbia 
Circuit are striving for something bigger 
and better in productions and presenta- 
tions of the musical comedy order. 

As a divertissement last season patrons 
of the circuit were given several dramas; 
that they were welcomed in most towns 
was evidenced by the profitable patron- 
age given them, that has influenced a 
repetition of one or more of last sea- 
son’s shows. supplemented by several 
new shows along dramatic lines. 


Several disgruntled producers, set in 
their ways, unwilling to meet changing 
conditious, are responsible for propa- 
ganda criticizing their more progressive 
competitcrs. for the preduction and 
presentation of shows on the circuit 
without a chorus on the theory that the 
dramatic shows without a chorus could 
be produced and presented cheaper than 
the musical shows with a chorus. 

Anyone familiar with the production 
and presentation of such shows as White 
Cargo and The Gorilla last season on 
the Columbia Circuit, the repetition of 
White Cargo and Rain, the successor to 
The Gcrilla, for the coming season are 
fully aware that Lewis Talbot is paying 
a high royalty to the owners of the 
plays, not borne by producers of shows 
with a chorus; also that he pays higher 
salaries in proportion to his principals, 
likewise more money out to extra stage- 
hands, supplemented by the payment of 
a high salary to a press representative, 
whe is also a cartoonist. Having a new 
type of show he bills it heavier than 
the usual run of circuit shows by em- 
Ploying two members of the I. A. B. & 
B. at union salaries, all of which is 
equal to any musical show on the cir- 
cuit when it comes to overhead cost of 
production and presentation. 


Be that as it may, Sam A. Scribner 
may be silent, but he is nevertheless a 
showman with sufficient discernment to 
change with conditions as they cone 
front him, and if present preparations 
ef progressive producers of Columbia 
Circuit shows for the coming season is 
any criterion, the circuit will be better 
if not bigger the coming season than 
it has been during the last 10 seasons. 


Columbia a Criterion 


NEW YORK, Aug. 6.—The Columbia 
Amusement Company is conceded a cri- 
terion by which others can be judged 
in their particular field of theatrical 
presentations, and this is also applicable 
to the houses on the circuit. especially 
the Columbia Theater in this city. 

Since the close of Let's Go. the sum- 
mer-run show at the Columbia, the en- 
tire house has been fully renovated. re- 
decorated and refurnished at an expen- 
diture of 35.000. 

Wine, Woman and Song, thoroly re- 
vised for the newer type of musical 
Presentations on the circuit, nas been 
selected for the preliminary opening of 
the house Saturday, Aucust 20, with a 
matinee and evening performance, to be 
followed by a week's engagement, ere the 
opening of its regular season, at the

Garden Theater Sold 


BUFFALO, Aug. 6—The Garden The- 
ater, now nearing its 4lst anniversary as 
a playhouse, will soon pass into the dis- 
card of local playhouses unless the 
lessees can prevail upon the new owners 
to extend their lease for the presenta- 
tion of Mutual Circuit shows 

According to reliable reports, the In- 
ternational Railway Company of this 
city has sold the property to the 163 
Fearl Street Corporation for $500,000 
and the latter corporation has signified 
its intention of demolishing the brild- 
ing and building a modernized garage or 
office building on the site of the old 
Garden.

Film: ‘Madame Pompadour”’ 
(Paramount) 


Dorothy Gish has made three pictures 
for British National Pictures, Ltd. of 
England, for distribution in this coun- 
try. but of the three her first, Nell 
Gwyn, was the best. Her latest, based 


on another story on the life of Madame 
Pompadour in the reign of leisurely 
King Louis XV, is probably her second 
best, altho it is not a work of an out- 
standing character. Its best feature, 
doubtless, is its able direction, the deft 
touches here and there in the telling of 
this familiar historical episode and tbe 
lack of obtrusive detail. The acting and 
the types that were chosen for the parts 
in the portrayal of the dramatic story 
constitute the picture’s weakest ele- 
ments. Miss Gish is a Madame Pompa- 
dour type and yet she isn’t. There is too 
much of the jolly side in her makeup 
rather than ¢nough of the emotional, 
and she is not called upon to project 
herself as a comedienne, as was her 
happy lot in Nell Gwyn. There was so 
much more of the spirit of the famous 
English mistress in Miss Gish than there 
is of the Pompadour, whose life has been 
transplanted to screen and stage in vari- 
ous interpretations. 


Antonio Moreno is favorable as Rene 
Laval, Madame Pompadour’s lover, albeit 
he overplays the part, and Henry Bosc 
is highly acceptable in the role of King 
Louis XV, but Maurepas and others in 
the cast are typical of foreign movie 
casting. 


This version of Madame Pompadour, 
withal, is enjoyable film fare and should 
meet with not quite as much favor as 
Nell Gwun, but a good deal more than 
did London, the second Dorothy Gish 
British product. Herbert Wilcox di- 
rected. Titles pass muster. 


The Paramount organ is featured and 
with pleasing results in the stage offer- 
ings in support of the Gish picture. 
Sigmund Krumgold appeared in a con- 
cert of four numbers, playing all beau- 
tifully and with a fine understanding of 
the musical treats that may be drawn 
from the Paramount Wurlitzer. There 
were, in the order played, March 
Militaire, by Schubert; Meditation, from 
Thais; Nola and Blue Danube Waltz. 


In another part of the program the 
organ came into the entertainment spot- 
light with brilliant results under the 
craftsmanship of Jesse Crawford. The 
number was Orchestra Vs. Organ, repre- 
senting a friendly tilt between Crawford 
and Irwin Talbot with the Paramount 
orchestra. Novelty and entertainment 
proved the keynote of the number, which 
was ingeniously arranged. 

The Eight Victor Artists (Henry Burr, 
Billy Murray, Monroe Silver, Frank 
Banta, James Stanley, Carl Mathieu, 
Stanley Baughman and Sam Herman) 
fill the rest of the stage bill in a highly 
diverting mamner, offering various solos 
and ensemble numbers, all rendered 
quite to the king’s taste.

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The Tremendous Growth of 
The Little Theater Movement 


Those allied with that artistic de- 
mocracy, the little theater move- 
ment, know what it is and cher- 
‘ch inspiring visions of its future But 
there are many, including a surprisingly 
jarce number of professionals, who are 
iust beginning to inquire: “What is this 
conderful little theater movement about 
which people are talking and to which 
newspapers are devoting much space? 
Many such inquiries are answered by this 
caitor with a copy of The Billboard's 
Little Theater Handbook, written by the 
ttle theater pioneers themselves, in the 
form of articles on the establishment, 
maintenance and business management 
af the little theater, as well as articles 
on the solution of technical problems. 
while in many instances the book has 
proved helpful to those establishing little 
theaters, it has served to arouse curiosity 
in other minds concerning the inception, 
‘rend and future of the little theater. 
The inception and trend of the move- 
ment are matters of record, but the 
future is still a matter for conjecture; 
that is to say, as to how far it will ulti- 
mately reach. 

It is the purpose of this article to 
supply information concerning the 
crowth and trend of the litefe theater, 
based on statements from the little thea- 
‘ers themselves and on information taken 
from our files. Much of it, too, is based 
on first-hand observation. 


HISTORY OF THE LITTLE THEATER 


The inception of the little theater is 
too long a subject to be treated in so 
short an article, so we are going to refer 
our readers to an interesting book on the 
history and ancestory of the movement, 
entitled The Little Theater in the United 
States, by Constance D'Arcy Mackay, now 
in its second edition. The first edition 
of this book was published in 1917, and 
it is our purpose to take up the history 
of the little theater where Miss Mackay 
drops it. 

A note on the cover of Miss Mackay's 
book states that in 1917 there were nearly 
60 little theaters in the United States. 
Between that time and February, 1922, 
this number had increased to approxi- 
mately 300 little the3ters. This number 
is based on a statement which appeared 
in the first Little Theater column pub- 
lished by The Billboard in February, 1922. 
This statement, made by Walter Hartwig, 
authority on the little theater move- 
ment and at that time representing the 
Drama League of America in New York, 
was as follows: “One of the most inter- 
esting things in the theatrical situation 
is the enthusiastic activity of little thea- 
ters thruout the country. Between 200 
and 300 little theater organizations are 


actively producing plays, giving the 
young playwright his  long-sought 
chance.” 


In September, 1922, so many little 
theaters had sprung into existence that 
it was necessary to devote an entire 
pace in The Billboard to short state- 
ments as to their activities. 

The Billboard, issue of June 11, 1927, 


Nsted 725 little theaters. The orici- 
nal Billboard list accounted for 800 
little theaters, but this number 


was reduced when we were unable to 
reach a number of little theaters by mail, 
due to incomplete street addresses or be- 
cause they had dropped from the move- 
ment owing to inadequate support. 
Glancing backward thru past issues of 
The Billboard, we find that a very small 
Proportion of little theaters have dis- 
continued thru lack of support. 

We have heard those interested in the 
little theater movement state that there 
are between 3,000 and 5,000 little thea- 
ters in the United States, but when we 
have asked to see such lists they were 
hot forthcoming. Judging from this and 
‘rom numerous requests from publishers 
of plays and makers of little theater 
equipment, The Billboard's little thea- 
‘er list is the only one which is open for 
inspection, 


THE TREND IN PLAYS 


In 1922 one-act plays were used al- 
most exclusively by amateur groups, with 
eeeasional presentations of full-length 
Plovs. Gradually, however, as the ama- 
curs" Knowledge of the theater broad- 
ened, the full-length classic and modern 
full-length plays have alternated with 
one-act plays. Some groups have rele- 
fated the one-acter to the background, 
in favor of the full-length play The 
reason for this partiality to the full- 
length play is given in the statements 
from the little theaters themselves, 
hamely, that they prefer a full-length 
Play which calls for but one set, for

financial reasons. On the other hand. 
there are many groups which revel in 
the creation of artistic sets, refusing to 
recognize financial handicaps. These, of 
course, are groups with laboratories or 
workshops, where the amateur scenic de- 
signer and his assistants are bent on ad- 
venture in experimentation. The same 
thing applies to the arts of stage light- 
ing and costuming. Such experimenters 
gladly devote all their spare time to 
achieving worth-while results. Some of 
them have built futures for themselves 
in the professional theatrical world. 


But, to return to the subject of plays, 
@ perusal of the catalogs sent out by 
various play publishers will prove an 
amazing revelation to the uninitiated. 
These catalogs, prepared for the con- 
venience of play-reading committees and 
directors, are compiled to meet intelli- 
gently every need of the amateur theater 
from the standpoint of types of plays, 
casts and playing ability. There are 
plays for the beginner, plays for the in- 
telligentsia and plays for rural and 
mountain communities. 


The little theater movement has con- 
tributed to the professional theater some 
of its best playwrights, notably O'Neill, 
Millay and Green. 

The playwriting and acting achieve- 
ments of amateur groups are widely 
broadcast during the annual Little 
Theater Tournament, which, in May, be- 
comes the mecca of little theaters of 
America with original plays to offer. 
The annual tournament is held in New 


York City, and the prizes offered in con- 
nection therewith have proved a great 
stimulus to native playwriting and have 
encouraged State-wide little theater 
tournaments of like nature. The last 
two tournaments have attracted three 
fine groups from England, one of which 
won the trophy this year and another 
carrying off one of the prizes last year, 
thus giving an international scope to the 
tournament. Walter Hartwig, founder 
and sponsor of the little theater tourna- 
ment, predicts a yearly international 
tournament. His prediction is based on 
knowledge gleaned from extensive tours 
abroad, visiting and consulting with 
European amateur groups. 


America’s little theaters stand as a 
monument to unselfish workers. Salaries 
are unheard of in the little theater, ex- 
cept the salaries of professional di- 
rectors. A few exceptions are organiza- 
tions which have developed into amateur 
repertory groups, supported by a large 
subscribing membership, the Pasadena 
Community Playhouse, at Pasadena, 
Calif., being such an instance. There 
salaries are paid to a director, assistant 
directors and a technical staff, including 
an electrical expert. Many authorities 
in the little theater field who have called 
on the writer at The Billboard Office, 
have predicted that the time is not far 
distant when community repertory thea- 
ters will be sufficiently affluent to pay 
salaries to their actors, all of whom will 
be residents of the community, in some 
instances supporting visiting professional 
stars. The beginning of this heyday of 
the amateur movement is the building 
and Ownership of magnificent community 
playhouses. Another sign of this hey- 
day is the fact that many amateur play- 
ers are taking courses in dramatic schools 
in New York and elsewhere with the 
unselfish purpose of bettering the drama 
at home. Many players, however, do not 
need to venture abroad in quest of pro- 
fessional training. Where a competent 
professional director is engaged, the lit- 
tle theater itself becomes a school, its 
members acquiring the equivalent of 
stock company training. 


A further evidence of the improvement 
in acting and production standards in 
the little theater is the institution of 
summer workshop courses this summer 
at Dallas and Birmingham, maintained 
by the little theaters of those communi- 
ties, directed by Oliver Hinsdell, of 
Dallas, and Bernard Szold, of Birming- 


ham. Gilmor Brown, director of the 
Pasadena Playhouse, is conducting 
classes, with members from _ various 


groups from other States attending same, 
and is also regarded as a consultant on 
play values and play productions, repre- 
sentatives from other groups utilizing 
their vacation time to call on him for 
this advice. 


Walter Hartwig is up at Peterboro, 
in New Hampshire, directing the destiny 
of the Manhattan Theater Camp, with a 
faculty composed of eminent authorities 
on the drama, and it is reported that 
there are many little theater members 
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enrolled as students at this comp. It 
has just come to our notice that recrea- 
tion camps maintain little theater 
groups under the guidance of trained 
coaches. Some of the students of these 
summer institutes will carry back to 
drama-starved communities the means 
of creating their own drama. They will 
establish a circle of drama enthusiasts 
which will prove the nucleus of a larger 
group which will eventually build a 
theater. That many such groups have 
built theaters which are a matter of 
community or civic pride may be 
gleaned from the following information. 
In compiling this information no at- 
tempt has been made at classification 
for the reason that various groups listed 
are sending in reports daily. 

Le Petit Theatre du Vieur Carre, New 
Orleans. Established seven years ago, 
with a membership of 25. Present mem- 
bershpi, 3,100. Owns its own theater, a 
beautiful building of Spanish architec- 
ture, in the old French quarter of New 
Orleans. 

Pasadena Community Playhouse Asso- 
ciation, Pasadena, Calif. Organized in 
1917. with about 25 members. Present 
membership, 1,187. Own its own play- 
house and administration building. One 
of the interesting show places of South- 
ern California, famed for its architec- 
tural beauty and elaborate equipment. 

Little Theater Society of Indiana, In- 
dianapolis. Has been in existence since 
1915, starting with between 150 and 200 
members. Now has over 900 members. 
Housed in its own theater and paying off 
its obligations so satisfactorily that it 
expects to enlarge the theater in the 
near future. 


Ypsilanti Players, Ypsilanti, Mich. Has 
existed for 13 years, organizing with 25 
active members. Now has 600 subscribing 
members and 75 active members. Ac- 
tive members comprise workers on stage 
and backstage and those having to do 
with the preparation of productions. 
They own their own theater. 


Little Theater of Birmingham, Bir- 
mingham. It is four years old. The 
membership at the outset was limited 
to 409. Now has a limited membership 
of 550. Owns it own playhouse. 


Town Theater, Savannah. Now in its 
third year. Started with 125 to 130 
members. Present membership, 400. Has 
purchased and paid for a lot, raising 
money to build a playhouse later. 


Little Theater of Jacksonville. Has exe 
isted for five years. Fails to state 
original membership, but places present 
membership at 420. Owns a lot and is 
planning to build. 


Players’ Club, Chicago. Organized 19 
years ago with a membership of ap- 
proximately 20. Now has 300 members 
and owns a perfectly equipped theater 
with a seating capacity of 792. 

Denver Community Players, Denver. 
Five years old. Original membership not 
stated, but present membership 500. A 
civic, non-profit group, with a municipal 
appropriation of $2,000 a year. Paid 
salaries this year. Do not own a little 
theater, having leased a building, where 
smaller performances and rehearsals are 
held, major productions being given in 
a down-town theater; about four such 
major offerings a year. Planning to 
— interest in a building fund this 
fall. 

Kansas City Theater, Kansas City 
Membership the first season almost 
1,000, these members paying a $5 mem- 
bership fee, which was feduced as the 
season advanced, members having first 
choice of seats at $1.25, and non- 
members paying $1.50. Membership now 
consists of next season's reservations, 
about 650, at $10 for eight plays. Reser- 
vations must be renewed according to 
change in program. The management 
hopes to increase the membership to 
2.000 before the first production in Oc- 
tober. Rents from month to month, but 
proposes to sell stock in a new theater

Old memo- 
ries come back to me vividly, memories 
of the days when I, too, traveled up and 
down the rialto. They are brought home 
to me by the many visitors who joyfully 
tell me about their new engagement al- 
ready secured and by those who quite 
unconsciously, perhaps, reveal the heart- 
ache because of failure. Of course, wor- 
ry is the greatest enemy of success. It 
kills the spirit, that grim determination 
so necesSary to become one of the few 
that are chosen. And hope must never 
be allowed to die. O, I know there must 
be times when the spirit grows weary 
of the fight and yet that may be the 
darkness just before the dawn of life's 
brightest day. Since we cannot foresee 
the future why anticipate only the 
worst? 

These are the very experiences that 
build character. And they make better 
actors and actresses of us. Theatrical 
folk have been much maligned by 
prudes. bigots and others who judge 
the whole profession by the escapades 
and misdeeds of a few black sheep, but 
@ more careful investigation generally 
will reveal that those who bask in the 
limelight of notoriety and sensationalism 
are not the type of stage folk whose 
character has been formed in the cruci- 
ble of honest endeavor and heart-break- 
ing experiences. There is wonderful sat- 
isfaction in knowing that you are a 
credit to a great profession. The old 
school legit. actor is almost extinct. He 
had many faults. but one characteristic 
of his might well be emulated by all 
actors today, his indomitable pride in 

is profession.

10.000 rupees for any performance of

HILE in Australia in 1912 1 met 
Harry Lyons, then 99 ~eirs old, 
who he d been in the Far East on 
Many occasions. as advance representa- 
tive and menogzer of various magicians 
including } ellar, Lingloo and Yakadema.

Kellar was the principal Lyons pos- 
sibly knew more about India than any 
a timilar capacity and I introe 

uced him to Jansen. The most natural 
vestion for him to put to the magician 

he knew we had just recently arrived 
rom India) was had he seen “The Indian 
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Rope Trick”, and without waiting for a 
reply burst into hearty laughter. and his 
attitude convinced us that he knew 
something and we decided instantly that 
we had reached the end of the trail and 
we had. 


The rest of the time in Sydney was 
spent in company with Lyons discussing 
“The Hindu Rope Trick” and in our 
mind that we had met the instigator 
of this wonderful story, for that it 
proved to be. Lyons went into detail 
and explained that after his last trip 
to India with Harry Kellar he returned 
to Australia and that some years later 
two spirit mediums, magicians and mind- 


readers arrived from India to prepare 
for an Australian tour. It proved to 
be the Davenport Brothers. Naturally 


wanting some one with the knowledge 
of the occult as well as territory, they 
immediately engaged xzyons to pilot their 
tour. 


N THEIR efforts to impress Harry 

Lyons with their abunaant knowledge 

and experiences they put forth as a 
fact the story of a Hindu performing 
upon the street corners of Calcutta in 
broad daylight: describing a large log. 
trunk of a tree about 12 feet long by 
30 inches in diameter. Here the Hindu 
made a few passes over the boy and 
with the aid of a monkey skull and a 
few incantations the boy suddenly 
bumps his head against the end of the 
log, gradually passing into it, and final- 
lv emerges from the other end of the 
same log while surrounded by specta- 
tors. This. evidently to build up their 
prestige. they put forth as a true story 
and an actual happening. 


It proved, however, too much for 
Lyons, who was more familiar with the 
best tricks of Hindu Fakirs, as the few 
traveled magicians are. and not to be 
cutdone, it was there and then the 
never forgotten “Hindu Rope. Trick” 
story was concocted by Lyons and it 
has lived forever after. It has forced 
progressive magicians to spend thou- 
sands upon thousands of dollars in vain. 

Tourists have returned by the thou- 
sands with the same weird tale of “The 
Hindu Rope Trick", some adding to it 
and some taking from it, and when they 
are pinned down it is generally that 
they have an uncle or some friend who 
did see it.

man in the world for its 
manager, and courtesy may be the first 
word in its policy, but if the ushers 
who come in direct contact with patrons 
are careless and unobliging the public 
will mark that theater as a disagree- 
able place. 

An impudent ticket seller, a curt door- 
man, a concessionaire who violates 
standing orders, or any other attache 
who disregards the advertised policies 
of an entertainment institution, is a 
weak link in the chain that holds the 
show business and the public together. 

The more enterprising movie mag- 
nates were quick to realize this point, 
and as a result you will find no weak 
links in the better-class moving picture 
palaces. 

Rut in nearly all other branches of 
amusement business the number of 
weak links is appalling. 

Not that the show game stands alone 
in this respect, but if the movie people 
have been able to away with the 
evil, there is no good reason for other 
amusements not following suit. 

Instruct —train—cducate the weak 
links to become strong links, 

Good Will 

Good will is the strongest asset of 
any business. 

This statement was made by S. L. 
Rothafel, the well-known “Roxy”, at 
the convention of the Motion Picture 
Theater Owners of America several 
weeks ago in Columbus, and it is worth 
repeating at regular intervals so that

| Inaudibility a Menace to the Theater 


By J. WILSON ROY 


HEN reasons or excuses are offered 
because the public is being weaned 
from the legitimate theater to 

moving pictures and other attractions. 
let it not be forgotten that. among other 
thines, there stands out prominently one 
logical cause for this deplorable 
desertion. This momentous reason is the 
inaudibilitv so much practiced among 
our younger actors and actresses. Too 
light cannot be thrown on this ime 
portant defect. and. while the topic is 
neither new nor novel, it seems that this 
drawback is not having the attention it 
from those whose chief enter- 
lies in the legitimate theater. 

Call it what you may—fad. idiosyncrasy 
or hobby—no apology is necessary in pro- 
testing against this intolerable habit. 
known in the legitimate theater todav 
“suppressed emotion”. The inaudi- 
hilitv in the theater is reaching a state 
of irritation that may rebound with ter- 
rific force against the guilty parties 
Numerous complaints have been made 
that the inaudibility of the lines spoken 
by modern players weakens interest in 
the production, and there is no gain- 
saving that the logic is sound. The of- 
fense is on the increase, and. unless this 
intolerable defect is given immediate at- 
tention, theatergoers will refuse to pay 
the prices demanded for worth-while 
plavs unless they can have some reason- 
able assurance that this mumbling and 
gabbing has been eliminated. 

The day of the renter and shouter has 
passed, but our actors and actresses have 
swung to the opposite direction with a 
vengeance. The result iS that too many 
of our younger stagers can be heard only 
with the radius of the first three or four 
rows of the orchestra floor. 

RECISION and distinctness in enun- 
P ciation used to be the chief stock in 

trade of the actor. If the abolition 
of these important features be the “new 
ideas” of the theater, then the sooner a 
change is made the better will it be for 
the stage and the audience 

Playgoers are presumed to follow the 
plot of the author. They are expected to 
hear as well as see the development of 
the playwright’s theme But it appears 
to me that those disciples of “suppressed 
emotion” are determined that their lines 
will be heard only by those taking part 
in the scene being enacted.

here are hundreds of playgoers not 
so fortunate their seat locations as 
critics and reviewers. and it is no won- 
der that these feel that because of in- 
audibilitv they have been deprived of 
their rightful due. Thev are entitled to 
hear every spoken word: that is their 
primary purpose in attendng the play. 
It cannot be expected that much en- 
thusiasm will be engendered in an audi- 
ence when some of the players deliber- 
ately refuse to cultivate their voice that 
their words can be heard beyond the 
front rows. Seatholders in the middle

and back rows and the balcony are 
anxious to know what it’s all about, 
but. under the regime of the “sup- 


pressed emotion” player. too much has 
to be left to the imagination. 


NAUDIBILITY rarely can be charged 
| against stars or leading men or 

women; the trouble seems to be 
among our younger Thespians. A large 
percentage of our stage luminaries know 
the value of keeping in touch with their 
audiences. They are craftsmen who have 
studied elocution and gesture, but this 
new cult. which has arisen in our the- 
atrical activities, will miss the signs of 
the times if it continues to sojourn in 
the land of this “suppressed emotion”. 


It is a mirage: it is a menace to the 
theater. 

It is not long since stage whispers 
could be heard thruout the theater. 


Nowadays our plays take stage whispers 
too literally and confine their dialog to 
the participants in the scene under dis- 
cussion. 

Theatrical managers can help in 
remedving this state of affairs. Casting 
manugers should insist on engaging ac- 
tors who are just that and nothing more 
in so far as being interpreters of a role 
and being capable of playing such part 
with such intelligence and audibility 
that playgoers in every part of the house 
will be able to follow the unweaving of 
the plot with interest and entertainment. 

Stock producers have long ago given 
the “suppressed emotion” actors the wide 
berth: patrons in inland cities demand 
equity in their theatrical fare—they want 
to hear and see. They want value for 
their money, and the actor who is in- 
audible is not fulfilling his part of the 
contract.

There are comparatively few 
road attractions. The Little Theater 


groups cannot fill the bill satisfactorily 
enoush to suit the ceneral run of the- 
atergoers because the players usually 
are amateurs for the most part and the 
plays offered are ones without wide ape 
peal. So that these theatergoers look to 
stock for their spoken drama. 


N THE light of developments, this 
I spoken drama trend toward stock is 

a natural one. ° High transportation 
and other costs Iinked with the uncer- 
tainities of local business conditions and 
the gradual elimination of the one- 
night stand make the path of the tour- 
ing company a thorny one. These road 
companies necessarily must charge com- 
paratively high prices. But the portion 
of the public willing to pay these high 
prices, except for extraordinary attrac- 
tions, is becoming smaller and smaller. 
The reason for this, obviously. is that 
an evening of good entertainment 
obtainable for a small outlay at any one 
of a number of movie and vaudeville 
theaters in most cities. At these photo-

HE extension of the visiting-star sys- 
tem. I believe, is the big thing in 
stock today. I am devoting more 
and more of my seasons to these stars. 
As the “road” dwindles, more and more 
of these stars become available for stock 
engagements. When these stars are 
brought in for special engagements, the 
public gladly submits to a slight tilt 
in prices, and this tilt takes care of the 
additional salary expense. I have found 
the season of visiting stars to be a 
never-failing box-office stimulant at a 
time in the spring when interest in all 
theatrical entertainment begins to wane. 
By employing these visiting stars for 
an increasingly larger part of my seasons, 
and by putting on the newest and best 
of the New York hits obtainable and 
also by staging occasionally some of the 
so-called “high-brow” dramas, I have 


been able to get into my theater many 
of the so-called better class of theater- 


goers who not so long ago looked with 
disdain upon stock and confined their 
theatergoing entirely to the higher-class 
touring attractions. 

My stars of the past few seasons have 
included Florence Reed. Mrs. Leslie Car- 


ter. Martha Hedman, Blanche Ring, 
Blanche Yurka, Lee Baker, Edith Talia- 
ferro and Florence Rittenhouse. Among

Moreover, I have found that changing 
the price scale is inadvisable. 

When I opened my theaters in Seat- 
tle and Portland, I made the prices 
conform with those in vogue in both 
San Francisco theaters. As this is writ- 
ten, I have taken ower the El Capitan 


in Hollywood and plan to inaugurate 
the same policy there fhat we have 
followed in the past. 


The El Capitan will, I think, be the 
mos: beautiful and the most. modern 
as well as the most expensive play- 
house in the world devoted to = so- 
called stock productions It cost $1.- 
250.000 to build and another &250.000 
to equip. The owner spent $18.000 
equipping the dressing rooms for the 
comfort of the players and they will 
be found the most commodious and 
attractive in the country. 


N THESE times when the shows that 
travel from New York to the Pacific 
Coast are few and far between, we 
have, rightly I think, educated the 
public to expect just as much from us 


as it had been receiving from the 
touring companies of the Broadway 
procucers The keen competition of 
the motion picture theater with its 
elaborate stage productions taking the 
place of the old “atmospheric” pro- 
log should put every producer on 


his mettle. If he gives his public the 


best. theatrical fare he can obtain and 
takes pains with his productions and 
the selection of his players, there is 
no reason why the legitimate stage 
cannot hold its own. Already I see 
Signs on the horizon of a return to 
popfilar favor of the spoken drama. 


If we are to speed the day when once 
more this sort of entertainment will 
be the most sought after, we must be 
honest in our desire to improve and to 


give. the maximum value possible for 
evecy dollar we take in at the box 
office.

opment as yet unfathomed. Those wh» 
have followed its onward progress thru 
the years sense this, but the dim out- 
lines only are visible as yet. 


Unmistakable signs point the way 
The steady increase of interest in indoor 
circuses—huge spectacles with the best 
talent of the big top and much of its 
atmosphere, routed over the auditorium 
circuit—is one significant indication. 
Spaces large enough to accommodate a 
circus are ever more difficult to find in 
our cities; if there are any, suitable loca- 
tions they are too far from the center of 
population. So the summer circus, as 
time goes on, is becoming more and 
more limited to rural communities. Yet 
its own particular public still exists in 
the big cities, as eager as the country 
brethren for the glamour and glitter 
of “the greatest show on earth”. And a 
way for them to enjoy it has been 
found; the winter circus, staged in the 
great auditorium, is to be a regular fea- 
ture of each season. There is no gamble 
with rain or heat; no discomfort from 
rickety, perilous board seating. The 
audience sits in luxurious comfort: per- 
fect safety, assured protection as re- 
gards any danger from the animals. as 
well as the best of lighting. make for 
greater enjoyment of the spectacle than 
any tent performance could offer A 
better presentation is made possible also 
especially as to aerial feats, due to more 
stable installation of apparatus. 


N THE education field also the trend 
is toward the auditorium. Many fea- 
tured attractions of the chautauquu 

have come to realize that they can find 


their type of audience in the city as 
well as in the rural community. The 
continual growth in the number of 


auditoriums in even the smaller towns 
encourages them to seek out key cities 
and draw their public from the s 
rounding country. There is none of 
expense and extra work of erecting a 
tent; weather conditions become prac- 
tically a negligible factor, and there is 
hearty co-operation from the mercantile 
public of the town thus made a center 
of interest 

Even the truveling evangelists are 
using auditoriums in preference to the 
time-honored tent. Aimee Semple Mc-

STEREOPTICON is almost invari- 
ably at the disposal of the amateur 
producer. One can usually be bor- 
rowed from a church or school in the 
vicinity. With a little ingenuity a 
stereopticon can be made to achieve 
many of the effects for which the 
sciopticon is used professionally. For 
stationary effects, of course, it serves 
particularly well, but it can also be used 
to achieve a limited number of moving 
effects. And if someone handy with 
small tools cam be pressed into service 
(in this day and age enthusiastic radio 
experimenters offer the greatest possi- 
bilities) it might even be possible to 
devise some sort of simple device by 
which a revolving transparent aise (of 
mica or glass. or of celluloid, if it is 
protected from overheating) may sup- 
plant the stationary lantern slide. Some 
of the more important effects that the 
amateur producer can devise with the 
aid of a stereopticon are the following: 
Clouds, which constitute perhaps the 
most called-for effect of all, can easily 
be simulated by placing in the lantern- 
clide carrier of the stereopticon a trans- 
parent photographic positive print on 
either a celluloid film or glass plate. 
cut to lantern-slide size—3 1-4 inches 
by 4 inches. A regular lantern-slide 
photographic plate can be used, the 
positive on this being obtained most 
easily by contact printing from either 
a roll film or a glass-plate negative. The 
negative is secured by photographing 
actual cloud formations in the sky. The 
positive prints should be as “contrasty” 
as possible: that is, the white of the 
cloud should be as transparent as pcs- 
sible, and the blue of the sky as black 
and opaque as possible. The use of 
a yellow sky filter before the lens of 
the camera. along with correct exposure 
and proper development. should give ex- 
cellent results. It is surprising how 
many different and useful pictures of 
cloud formations can be snapped in the 
course of an afternoon. These can serve 
as a cloud-effect “library” for use as 
desired. This process. of course. will re- 
sult only in stationary clouds. Moving 
clouds can be s‘mulated by carefully 
matching a number of cloud pictures on 
celluloid film and joining them in an 
endless chain with collodion or amyl 
acetate joining cement. ‘fhis “endlesg9 
chain" of cloud pictures can then be 
moved slowly and smoothly thru the 
beam of licht in the space ordinarily 
occupied by the lantern-slide holder. All 
the space on the film positives. except 
that occupied by the clouds, should be 
opaqued out with india ink. When the 
cloud pictures. either stationary or 
moving. are sharply focused on to the 
blue-lighted. the cyclorama or _ sky 
drop, the clear white light representing 
the clouds will “fade out” the blue 
litht on the cyclorama in just the proper 
fashion and shading to simulate a bank 
of clouds standing out against a blue 
sky. The stereopticon can be placed at 
the rear of the auditorium, or in a pro- 
jection booth. or on a balcony front. or 
in any position that is found most con- 
venient and satisfactory. Care must be 
taken, of course, not to project the 
“clouds™ upon the side of a building. or 
a tree, or an actor, or any other object 
upon the stage. This can conveniently 
be avoided by cutting a “mask” of heavy 
paper or thin cardboard to keep the light 
off all objects in the scene except the 
cyclorama, and placing this mask next 
to the “cloud-positive” slide in the lan- 
tern-slide holder. It is not altogether 
necessary to take actual photographs of 
clouds—fairly good results can be ob- 
tained by placing in the lantern-slide 
holder a piece of glass or celluloid which 
has been smeared over with india ink 
and then daubed clear in puffy, cloud- 
like blotches with a tuft of absorbent 
cotton. Such an improvised cloud pic- 
ture, however, will reveal its identity 
when it is projected upon the cyclorama. 
This can easily be avoided by throwing 
the objective lens of the stereopticon 
slightly out of focus, and thus blurring 
the edges of the “clouds”. With skill- 
ful manipulation, stationary cloud pic- 
tures can be moved across the cyclorama 
simply by slowly swinging the entire 
stereopticon about. 
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Moons of various sizes and shapes can 
easily be projected on to, a cyclorama 
with a stereopticon. A piece of meaium- 
thick cardboard or heavy paper is cut 
to lantern-slide size—41-4 inches by 4 
inches. With a small compass a moon 
of the desired size and shape is drawn in 
the center of the piece of cardboard and 
cut out carefully with a sharp-pointed 
knife or razor blade. By placing the 
resulting “moon slide” in the lantern- 
Slide holder, and focusing the objective 
lens sharply, a fairly good moon will be 
projected. If the entire stereopticon be 
turned on its side, and the lantern-slide 
holder moved vertically downwards, and 
the entire stereopticon swung horizon- 
tally at the same time, the moon can be 
made to rise in any desired manner. If 
a small piece of gelatin color medium, 
either yellow, straw or light amber, be 
moistened and pasted over the cut-out 
moon, harvest moons or others of varying 
temperaments can be simulated. 

Bolt lightning can be achieved similar- 
ly by cutting a jagged gash. or a sinuous, 
forked gash, depending upon wnat style 
of lightning is preferred, out of a card- 
board “lantern slide”, and focusing its 
projected image sharply upon tne lighted 
cyclorama. The cbjective lens of the 
stereopticon should be covered with the 
hand, and, when the bolt of lightning is 
supposed to strike, quickly uncoverea 
and covered, with the outstretched fin- 
gers of the hand passing rapidly before 
the lens to give a realistic flicker to 
the flash. A little practice with this 
hand manipulation will develop an 
astoundingly real bolt of lightning. 

Stars can be projected on to the 
cyclorama by using in the lantern-slide 
holder of the stereopticon a tnin sheet 
cf metal. or of metal foil, which has 
been pricked with numerous tiny holes. 
Cardboard cannot be used, as’_ the 
fibers in it are very likely to cause fuzzy 
“stars”. With heavy lead foil or tin 
foil (such as tea comes wrapped in) the 
cmall holes can be cleanly and snarply 
pricked with a needle or pin. The pn 
pricks may be arranged so as to repre- 
sent the various constellations. The 
metal foil should be mounted in a frame 
of heavy cardboard or. better still, glued 
to a clear piece of glass. The stars can 
easily be made to twinkle by placing 
in the lantern-slide holder, in addition 
to the pricked foil. a piece of fine-mesh 
wire screen (such as is used for window 
screens) somewhat smaller than lantern- 
slide size. and moving it slowly about in 
a vertical plane. 

A rainbow may be projected from a 
stereopticon by carefully striping the 
rainbow colors in a narrow arc in the 
proper position across a clear glass lan- 
tern slide and opaquing out the re- 
mainder of the slide with dense black. 
Transparent lantern-slide colors or regular 
lamp dips should be used. with a fine- 
pointed brush for the cclored stripes. 
The latter can be just sufficiently blend- 
ed. and the appearance cf too great 
a regularity avoided. by throwing the 
objective lens very slightly out of focus, 
or by placing a piece of frosted diffus- 
ing gelatin close to the painted slide 
in the lantern-slide holder. 


O MOVING effects that can easily 
be obtained with a stereopticon are 
the flame and the water ripple. Both 
require a revolving small circular glass 
disc placed with its center on the rim 
of the objective lens, so that one side 
of the glass disc revolves thru the pro- 
jected beam of light. In diameter, the 
glass disc should be about three times 
the diameter of the objective lens and 
should have a quarter-inch hole drilled 
at its center. A copper band about a 
half inch wide should encircle the outer 
rjm of the objective lens and should be 
fastened in place with a screw and wing- 
nut combination. To the outside of the 
copper band is soldered a small brass 
pin (projecting a half inch beyond the 
edge of the band). so pesitioned that 
the glass disc may revolve about it in 
a plane perpendicular to the projected 
beam of light close to the front face 
of the objective lens. The arrangement 
of the glass disc may be as simple or 
as elaborate as facilities permit. The 
glass disc itself may be obtained from 
the nearest glazier for but a few cents. 
The same glazier will also be able to 
supply another requisite so necessary for 
projected moving effects, namely, sheets 
of pressed glass in various designs. Small 
pieces of pressed glass, of lantern-slide 
size, are used to distort the rays in the 
projected light beam in the manner 
necessary to achieve the particular effect 
desired. 
For flames there is placed in the ian- 
tern-slide holder of the stereopticon a 
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piece of pressed glass with crude, heavy 
furrows, or striaticns, that run in a pre- 
dominantly vertical direction. that. is. 
parallel to the narrow (31-4 inches; 
Side of the rectangular lantern-slide 
opening. The revolving giass disc on 
the front of the objective lens 1s 
Streaked with alternate stripes (about 
a half inch wide) of red and ambor 
lamp dip that radiate from the center 
of the disc. When the glass disc is 
revolved in the proper direction (so that 
the red and amber stripes pass upward 
thru the beam of light) a very good sem- 
blance of rising flames will be pro- 
jected by the stereopticon. Experience 
will enable the user to determine the 
most suitable design of pressed glass. as 
well as the most suitable arrangement 
of colored stripes on the revolving glass 
disc, for his particular purpose. As with 
other effects, “masks” cut out of card- 
board can be placed in the lantern-slide 
holder in ordei to restrict the flame 
effect to a certain area of the scene. 

The water ripple is similarly produced, 
except that in the lantern-slide holder is 
placed a piece of pressed glass with com- 
paratively narrow furrows, which run 
horizontally. The revolving glass disc is 
Streaked with blue and_ blue-green 
stripes, with nayrow stripes of clear glass 
left unpainted between the colored 
Stripes. This combination will provide 
a very realistic water ripple. Masks can 
also be used to restrict the area covered 
by the “water”; for a “moonlight water 
ripple” a sharply jagged. inverted, wide 
V-shaped notch is cut out of cardboard, 
and the mask thus formed placed in the 
lantern-slide holder. The colored glass 
disc is best revolved rather slowly, 
vertically thru the light beam. A water- 
fall effect can be secured by using a 
pressed glass plate with vertical instead 
of horizontal furrows, along with a 
suitable mask. It is easy to see how 
se. eral stereopticons, equipped with va- 
rious appropriate water effects such as 
have just been described, can be used 
in conjunction with each other to stage 
effectively plays like Dunsany’s thriller, 
The Queen’s Enemies, which always pre- 
sent knotty problems to the amateur 
producer. 


HE EFFECTS described above are 
essentially stationary ones, and may 


be produced with an _ ordinary 
stcreopticon. Moving effects. such as 
clouds. rain and snow, usually require 


a fregular sciopticon with a revolving 
painted or photographed disc in place of 
the stationary lantern slide (the revolv- 
ing color-striped disc used before the 
objective lens for the flame and water- 
ripple effects should not be confused 
with the revolving mica disc that forms 
part of the professional sciopticon effect 
read). For moving clouds several care- 
fully matched photographic positives of 
cloud pictures are mounted in succes- 
sion about the edge of the mica disc. For 
falling snow the mica disc is blackened, 
and the numerous “snowflakes” scratched 
off with a sharp-pointed knife. For 
falling rain the mica dise is also black- 
ened. and a series of short, parallel, fine 
scratches are made rather close to each 
other. A blackened glass plate, which 
bears a set of long, parallel scratches, is 
mounted stationary in the effect head 
casing. The light that escapes thru the 
two interesting sets of. fine scratches. 
one stationary. the other moving, 1s such 
that a continuous stream of descending 
“raindrops” deluges the stage. Inci- 
centally. a swivel joint in the effect 
heed casing allows adjustment of the di- 
rection in which the revolving effect 
disc intercepts the projected beam of 
light. Hence the raindrops or snow- 
flakes can descend at any desired angle. 
and, by virtue of the adjustable speed 
clockwork or motor, can be made to 
descend either rapidly or slowly. 

For projecting clouds, the sciopticon is 
most conveniently positioned on @ 
“light bridge” directly over and behind 
the proscenium opening, and the cloud 
pictures projected directly on to the 
cyclorama. Because of the necessary 
short throw, the objective lens must be 
of the short focus. wide-angle tyne. For 
projecting rain and snow, the sciopticon 
is most conveniently positioned “out 
front”, either on a balcony facing. or 
auditorium rear wall, or in the picture 
booth if there is one. Best results, for 
rain and snow effects, will be obtained 
if the effect image is projected. not di- 
rectly on to the objects on the stace. 
but on to a large piece of theatrical 
gauze that completely fills the pro- 
scenium opening. This gauze is an open- 
mesh material known as “bobbinette”, 
woven in widths up to 30 feet. This

And the good act 
of today has promise of greater reward 
than ever before. There will be greater 
competition for the services of the good 
acts, with increasing salary rewards. And 
there is a greater incentive to produce 
worthy material. With chains of movie 
houses strengthening their programs 
still more, outlets 
are offered for the 
vaudevillians’ eme- 
ployment. In the 
old days, when 
straight vaude- 
ville was the only 
buyer, the pro- 
duction of an act 
Was a foolhardy 
gamble. To buy 
the vehicle, equip 
it scenically and 
with costumes, 
hire people, and 
then be rejected 
on the say so of 
some office bov 
who didn’t know 
that the pretty 
girl was your wife 
—well, many were 
the discourage- 
ments for the 
ambitious vaude- 
villian. But today,

villian has discove 
ered that his 
services are wel- 
come elsewhere 
and under more favorable conditions 

The public isn't making any noticeable 
protest at the passing of straight vaufie- 
vile. It was that same public who de- 
cided it wasn't needed. They wanted good 
vaudeville and didn't get it. and they 
stopped payin The old policy of the 
circuit owner was much lke that of 
the tricky fruit peddler who displayed 
nice berries on top of the box. con- 
cealing the decayed fruit which yor 
didn’t discover until you had paid for it.

That doesn't mean the public does not 
enjov straight vaudeville.

Instead of being dead, vaudeville is 
spreading out. and unless I am entirely 


wrong in my study, the good act will 
find far more chance to secure worth- 
while engagements in the coming sea- 
son than ever before. This does not 
mean that mediocre stuff will com- 
nand top money, but it does mean that 
the meritorious material will be scouted 
for and contracted at worth-while fig- 
ures. Unfortunately we will always have 
the impossible acts with us, as long as 
there are dives and dumps in which 
they can play, and in turn those dives 
and dumps will continue as tong as they 


can recruit stuff cheap enough to do 


their time killing, so we may as well 


resigm ourselves to that side of the 
situation. But the good act will pros- 
per and thrive. It may not be in twoe 
a-day houses, but who cares whether we 
eul the theater a movie or a what-not 
#s long as the remuneration is right, 
the dates plentiful and the conditions 


pleasant? 


Straight vaudeville will also come 
back in theaters designed for its proper 
presentation, but not until its sponsors 
show the people that their tastes are 
being catered to. 


. T THE risk of being called a dreamer 
I would like to prophesy that an- 
* other field holds much for vaude- 


ville, and that field is nontheatrical. 
More and more the private entertain- 
ments of clubs. lodges and_ similar 


poflies are leaning to the _ professional 
valideville type of program because of 
the possibility of grouping programs of 
varying size and expense. These bodies 
have learned that the public likes the 
varied program of clean, wholesome fun, 
sAng. dance music and novelty, and 
this type of program is being used as a 
fund raiser with tickets sold to the gen- 
eral public. The experiments already 
made have influenced one big fraternal 
order to definitely consider the use of 
public entertainment as a means of 
community enlivenment and fund rais- 
ing. The plan under consideration is 
to estabiish a route of its lodge towns 
and to send a road show over the route 
every fortnight. As there are over 100 
towns in the route, it is a big proposi- 
tion. No agency will share in the 
glory, however, as the organization will 
conduct its own booking bureau, with 
an agent under salary, and book at net 
Salaries. Too, anticipating that other 
loca! bodies might follow the example, 
this orcanization has under cons!dera- 


tion the erection of its own audi- 
toriums. which will be rented to the 
other local organizations on open 
nights. 

Here is a definite start toward com- 
munity theaters, and it may not be 
amiss te call your attention to the 


possibilifyY of routing dramatic produc- 
tions, musical comedies and similar ate 
tractions thru such a chain of halls. 
If you are ahead of me dcn't mention 
it. Certainly the local organization will 
give its patrons what they want most. 

Such a campaign takes time neces- 
sarily, but at it shows the trend 
Vhenever people want legitimate things 
and dealers won't provide them, some- 
how the people find a way to get them. 

So vaudeville is dead? Don't believe 
it. As long as there is show business 
there will be vaudeville.

Provincetown and the American Dramd—sy rank susx 


N THE tip end of that sandy prom- 
I ontory known geographically as 
Cape Cod little thr the 
poverty grasses and pines 
Save the idea an American theater. 
Yet, as the new season approaches. the 
outlouk is dour and unp! Twelve 
years ago a magnifi visionary, 
George Cram Cook. brought forth the 
idea and gathered about him many who 
have since become famous in our thee 
ater. So important was the idea and 
60 fruitful the harvest the little group 
was forced in the second year of its 
nativity to emigrate to New York. There 
in a crowded alley they made themselves 
known all over the world. 

The group, to correct a false premise, 
was not at war with the commercial 
theater. They were for widening the 
influence of the theater by bringing the 
Grama to a locality that, due to the 
prohibitive of production. would 
be forever bereft of any kind of a thea-

ter Further they would make this 
theater «available to those dramatists 
whose appeal would be forever outside 
the intellectual limits of Broadway. 
They went to New York with their 
idea, two dramatists. and unbounded 
faith and enthuisasm in themselves 
Se'tling in Macdougal street they ate 
tracted other playwrights, other actors 
and scenic artists and a greater and 


more appreciative audience. In the sea- 


sons of 1920-'21 and 1921-22 they rose 
to the heichts. They gave their audi- 
ences such outstanding works as O'Neill's 
The Emperor Jones and The Hairy Ape. 
Susan Glaspell’s Inheritors and The 
Verqe, Theodore Dreiser’s The Hand of 
‘the Potter, and Cook’s own play, The 
Spring 


But what of Cape Cod? What of the 
audience they had created and then dee 
serted? 


O KNOW the theatrical situation in 
Provincetown must know some- 
thing of the town. Its slowly de- 
creasing native population is made up 
of some 3.722 tradespeople, fishermen

coubles their entertainment needs. The 
various scheols, church societies and so- 
cial groups annually present the plays 
of long ago in the Town Hall. 

In the summer come the artists and 
writers to schools and studios and ho- 
tels. For some 10 weeks the population 
is more than doubled. It is then that 
the theatrical needs of the town become 
acute. These visitors come from all 
parts of the country, from cities of im- 
portance and villages of no importance. 
The fame of the Provincetown Players 
has reached even their homes and the 
little fishing village becomes doubly at- 
tractive. 

In 1916 when the Provincetown Play- 
ers deserted the town they did not re- 
turn. The war years found tne Cape 
cangerous ground and forever in fear of 
an attack by enemy submarines. The 
drama slumbered peacefully until 1921, 
when rumblings of a newer and bigger 
movement were heard. New York, Chi- 
cago. even London were to be invaded. 
In 1922 the movement began to take 
shane, but it needed a George Cram 
Cook to bring it to life. Lacking such 
a force it was not until 1923 that suf- 
ficient progress had been made to une 
fold for presentation four one-act plays 
The croup adopted the name of the 
Wharf Players and frankly borrowed the 
fo-me of the earlier group. But the 
spirit of Cook was lacking. his ideals 
and self-abnegation. his compelling 
force were needed to make the move- 
ment real. Cook was in Greece never to 
return. His influence was not totally 
lacking: some of the plays were by local 
and untried writers. some of the players 
were intelligent, but for the most part 
the plays were the stock pieces of the 
amateur movement and the players sim- 
ple souls who wished to pose and strut 


on the stage They only knew they 
wanted to ect Act what? Well, in a 
lay. Yes. but what play? That they 


did not know nor did they care. 
in an 


HE first bill was presented 
_ abandoned moving picture theater 
with a floor that resembled the 
choppy waves of the harbor, a roof 


that leaked and with one-quarter of the 
seats out of order. Almost a thousand 
bought seats for the two performances. 
Outwardly, it would seem, the move- 
ment was greater than the one cone 
ceived in the mind of Cook, for never 
had his group attracted such an audi- 
ence. 


They must have a beautiful theater 
of their own and a fund was started 
to purchase and transform a fish house 
into a modern playhouse. Not enough 
money was collected and in 1924 they 
were compelled to be content with a 
barn on the back street. Here. in July, 
they opened with a bill of three one- 
act plays, followed two weeks later py 
a bill of four one-act plays. all by local 
writers and using local talent. But dis- 
sension had crept in and in the middle 
of the season the group split in two 
parts. Dictatorial methods on the part 
of the director, the inability to secure 
good plays, jealousy, all the usual com- 
plaints, brought matters to a head. The 
conservative element took the name and 
the equipment. the radicals kept the 
theater and the personnel. The Wharf 
Players moved into a neat little studio 
and continued to present one-act plays. 
The new group took the title of Barn- 


stormers and produced a somewhat 
original long play 
The 5S. S. Glencairn by Eugene 


O'Neill was the first production of the 
new group. The play was made up of 
four one-act plays in which tne same 
characters appeared. So successful was 


the production that it ran for eight 
nights, breaking the town's long-run 
record of four nights for East Lynne 


Then the sets were loaded on a truck 


and the show was taken to Hyannis, 
the local metropolis. Few came and 
those who did cautiously asked “Who 


the hell is O'Neill?” Such was the fame 
of Cape Cod's dramatist in 1924 
N 1925 the Wharf Players opened their 
new plant on Front street, a house 
seating some 300 and with the most 
modern equipment possible on Cape Cod. 
The Barnstormers, enlisting the aid of 
Cleon Throckmorton, enlarged their 


house and presented Charles Gilpn on 
The Emperor Jones. which broke «i! 
Previous records by running 12.1. hits 
Nevertheless all was not well with the 
drama in Provincetown. The Wharf 
Players had deteriorated into the most 
amateur of groups and the Barnstormer> 
on the hill were importing professiona! 
players. The parent group continued to 
present mediocre short plays admurably 
acted under the capable direction of 
Helen Ware and Frederic Burt. The only 
approach to the Cape ideal was the 
Barnstormers’ production of The Sk1! 
Road, an original play. but with an al- 
most entirely professional cast This 
group finished the season with a revue 
in which artists and their models and 
girl friends romped about in one-piece 
bathing suits cracking Jokes and singins 
songs of local personalities and cond'- 
tions. What there was left of Jig 
Cook's ideals lay gasping in the parched 
Sands. 

In 1926 the Wharf Players berewn 
their season with great promises uncer 
the direction of Robert Bel: and wit" 
their amateur players. They erew ani- 
bitious and tried their first Jong pliy. 
The Children of the Mcon. Rehear::' 
early indicated they would be unable 
to raise their curtain with amatrir 
players and they brought in Josephine 
Hutchinson, Elizabeth Terry and Edward 
Massey and borrowed Morgan Farley 
from the players in the Barn. The Bari- 
stormers had retired as gracefully 
possible and turned their house over 
to the Winston-Moore Players. a summer 
stock company with no artistic illusions 
Morgan Farley headed a company which 
was entirely professional and practically 
alien to the Cape. Their season wa: 
marked by hastily presented successes 
from other years on Broadway. 


URING the past winter the drama 
in Provincetown has been ke)! 
alive by the pronunciamentos of 
the Wharf Players’ publicity man. They 
will have a new director, their seventh 
in their five years. They will go on with

‘0 days the managers held out, 

t of several million dollars, and 
capitulated. Samuel Gompers pro- 
need the winning of this strike the 
‘est. victory in the history of 
ri libor movement. Certainly the 
ketors for 
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had cause for rejoicing, 
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they won a_ five-year agreement 
recognizinz definitely the right of the 
Actors’ Equity Association to represent 
its members in their dealings with the 
managers. and providing for a standard 
minimum contract and the arbitration 
of all disputes. For two years the Asso- 
ciation operated on an open basis, and 
union and non-union actors played side 
by side. But the plan did not work 
well. With Equity gains applying to 
union and nogrunion players alike, 
there was little incentive to membership, 
and Equity’s ranks began to thin out. 
To remedy the situation, the closed- 
shop principle (under the name “Equity 
Shop") was applied in 1921 to all com- 
panies except those managed by mem- 
bers of the Producing Managers’ Asso- 
ciation, the managerial organization 
which succeeded the old United Man- 
acers’ Protective Association in 1919. 
The five-year agreement with the P. M 
A. prevented at that time a further ex- 
tension cf the closed shop, but upon the 
expiration of the agreement in 1924 
the Equity Shop principle came into 
general use. Not. however, without 
some friction, for several suits were in- 
Stituted and injunctions secured which 
aimed at preventing the further spread 
of the closed shop. Certain members of 
the P. M. A. held out so long for a re- 
newal of the old agreement under which 
they could operate an open shop that 
other members whose business demand- 
ed haste organized a new managerial 
group—the Managers’ Protective Asso- 
ciation—and negotiated a new agree- 
ment in which it was specified that at 
least 80 per cent of all casts should be 
union members. Non-members of the 
Protective Association must now em- 
ploy 100 per cent Equity casts if they 
wish to use any union actors. The Pro- 
ducing Managers’ Association, ‘having 
outlived its usefulness, was recently 
granted permission by the Supreme 
Court to dissolve upon request of the 
majority of its members. 


WORD may here be said of the Ac- 

tors’ Fidelity League, which came 

into the field just before the end 
of the strike. This was a group of some 
400 “artistes” who were unwilling to 
ally themselves with “labor”. There js 
recson to believe, however, that the 
League was in reality the good old com- 
pany union. inspired by the managers 
in the last desperate days of the strike, 
with the hope of disrupting the Equity 
Association. Prominent in Fidelity were 
George M. Cohan and the late Henry 
Miller. and others who were managers 
as well as actors; and Howard Kyle, 
former Secretary of Equity. who had 
been supplanted by Frank Gillmore, be- 
came secretary of the new organization. 
The fact that the managers promptly 
tendered to Fidelity members a con- 
tract much more favorable than that 
demanded by Equity lends color to the 
charge that the Producing Managers’ As- 
sociation (now defunct) was not so 
much interested in fighting the stand- 
ard contract as in smashing a strong 
labor organization which would be able 
to enforce the contract once it was 
won. It will be remembered that the 
Keith interests had used the National 
Vaudeville Artists, their company union. 
in wiping out the White Rats. the feder- 
ated vaudeville union, in 1917. But the 
Actors’ Fidelity League was was not so 
helpful. Somehow it failed to catch on, 
and after Equity’s victorious strike the 
League dwindled away until it had few- 
er than a hundred members. 


Equity officials have long insisted 
that Equity Shop is not a closed shop. 
What they have really meant to em- 
phasize, as a study of their statements 
clearly shows, is that the Actors’ Equity 
Association is not a closed union. For 
Equity is a closed shop, since, with un- 
important exceptions, an Equity mem- 
ber is not permitted to play in a cast 
which includes non-union actors. On 
the other hand. membership in Equity is 
open to all who can qualify, and any- 
one is eligible to membership who is 
enough of an actor to secure a contract. 
Thus Equity makes no attempt to re- 
strict the labor supply in such way that 
wages may be raised artificially. Indeed. 


the Association has never shown interest 
in the ques.ion of salaries, tho the 
Chorus Equity Association (which holds 
a separate charter under the interna- 
tional union) has established a mini- 
mum wage for its memnpers. 

The enforcement of the Equity Shop 
principle enabled the union to retrieve 
its membership losses, and to add to 
its numbers those who had never 
bothered to join and all who have since 
entered the profession. Equity now has 
a membership of more than 7.000, which 
is estimated to include fully 98 per 
cent of those who not only call them- 
selves actors, but who actually earn a 
living as players on the “legitimate” 
stage. Non-members with whom Equity 
players may appear in casts are (thru 
courtesy of the Equity Council) the 83 
actors who were paid-up members of 
the Actors’ Fidelity League on Septem- 
ber 1, 1923, and (thru the so-called 
“eight-twenty agreement’ vith the 
Managers’ Protective Association) a 
small number of independent perform- 
ers, probably not above ov 1n ail. 

For six years the actors petitioned and 
gained nothing. Then for a like period 
they employed militant measures and 
won all that they had originally asked, 
and more. In their dozen years of labor 
experience Equity members have wit- 
nessed the obsequies of two managerial 
zrouns that opposed them, and the dis- 
ntegration of a rival actors’ association. 
They have adopted and enforced a policy 
‘hich seems likely to prevent any seri- 
ovs loss of membership. Finally, they 
have won the good-will of the pubDtlic, 
«nd by methods of moderation and fair- 
dealing the good-will of the managers 
as well. 


I 


HE gains of the actors thru collec- 

tive bargaining are embodied in 

the Equity Minimum Contract of 
1924. These gains may be examined 
briefly under several heads. 

J. Recognition of the Union. This 
is the most fundamental of union 
rights. since without it collective bar- 
gaining is impossible. The strike of 
1919 was primarily a fight for the estab- 
lishment of this right. Not only has 
the principle been conceded by thd 
managers, but the actors now have the 
strength to enforce it. 


2. Arbitration. A Joint Arbitration 
Board was originally created, to which 
were referred all disputes relating to 
contracts and agreements. Equity has 
always strungly favored the settlement 
of claims and disputes by arbitration. 
and sought this means of settlement 
before going on strike. A decision of 
the Board was final and binding on both 
parties. This Board functioned success- 
fully from 1919 to 1924. Since that 
time disputes have been adjusted by 
arbiters supplied by the Arbitration So- 
ciety of America. 

3 Security of Employment. In pre- 
Equity days, shows could be withdrawn 
at any time, and the players thrown 
suddenly out of work without notice. 
The Equity Contract provides that, 
once a play has gone thru the first week 
of rehearsals, the actors must be given 
two weeks’ employment, or salary there- 
for. Whenever it is decided to withdraw 
the play, one week's notice must be giv- 
en, or full salary paid. In the dismissal 
of an individual actor, the requirement 
is two weeks’ notice or salary for that 
time. This clause of the contract is 
reciprocal; and provides a degree of se- 
curity for the manager. For an actor 
is not permitted to withdraw from a cast 
without giving two weeks’ notice of his 
departure. Failure to give notice en- 
tails a fine of two weeks’ salary, which 
is paid to the aggrieved manager. 


4. Elimination of the “Joker Clause”. 
The so-called “joker clause”, which ap- 
peared in most of the older theatrical 
contracts, was a provision giving the 
manager the right to dismiss an actor 
without notice whenever the latter's 
services should prove unsatisfactory. 
Since the manager was in each instance 
the sole judge of what constituted satis- 
factory service, this clause was frequent- 
ly used by unscrupulous managers to 
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discharge actors summarily. The joker 
clause has now been done away with. 
Tho a manager may still, without notice, 
dismiss an actor for cause, the cause 
must be sufficiently good to withstand 
examination by the Equity Council. 


5. Continuity of Employment. Equity 
takes the position that, once the season 
has opened, the actor is entitled to con- 
tinuous work until its close. Several 
exceptions are made, to take care of 
emergencies such as the illness of a star, 
or the need of rewriting or recasting 
the play; but these are subject to close 
scrutiny of the Equity Council. With 
such exceptions, actors must be given 
continuous employment from opening 
to close of the season (however short the 
season may be), except for possible lay- 
offs during those traditionally hard 
times of the theater, the week before 
Christmas and the week before Easter. 


6. Full Pay for All Work. Until 
Equity effected a change in 1919 it had 
been the custom of managers to pay 
only half salaries for Holy Week and the 
week preceding Christmas, as well as 
for other times when business was below 
par. Under the present agreement full 
Salaries must be paid for all time played. 
A manager may lay his company off 
during the two weeks mentioned above, 
if he anticipates such poor business as 
to involve a loss; but if the show runs, 
full salaries-must be paid. In the face 
of continuously bad business a manager 
may cut salaries with the consent of his 
players in order to keep the show run- 
ning. Such reductions are thought of as 
quite distinct from the old half-pay 
cuts; but Equity officials warn their 
members to be wary of making wage 
concessions even under these conditions. 


7. Pay for Extra Performances. Equity 
has established a standard week of eight 
performances. Prior to the adoption of 
the Equity Contract, managers made a 
practice of calling for extra perform- 
ances whenever there was promise of 
profit. The minimum number of per- 
formances given weekly was eight—the 
usual six evening programs and two 
matinees—but in some theaters there 
were nine performances regularly each 
week. Added to these were perhaps a 
dozén holiday matinees in the course of 
a season; and, in cities permitting Sun- 
day amusements, matinee and evening 
performances on that day. Since the 
actor’s contract called for a weekly sal- 
ary, these extra programs meant no ad- 
ditional income to him, except in rare 
instances of managerial generosity. Ac- 
tors are now paid extra for all perform- 
ances above eight a week, on a pro rata 
basis. 


8. Limitation of Free Rehearsals. 
Even now the actors give what will 
seem to most persons a liberal amount 
of time for free rehearsals. In dramatic 
productions, four weeks of unpaid re- 
hearsals are allowed; and in musical 
comedies and revues, five weeks. But 
this is not long in comparison with free 
rehearsal periods of pre-Equity days. 
There was then no limit to the rehearsal 
time that might be required by a man- 
ager. In the field of drama, rehearsals 
of six, seven and eight weeks were not 
uncommon. But the more spectacular 
revues and musical comedies were the 
greatest offenders. There is the case of 
one revue which rehearsed for 16 weeks. 
This was an exceptionally long period, 
but a well-known manager cites another 
instance in which the rehearsals 
stretched thru 13 weeks. Indeed, it is 
safe to say that, prior to the strike of 
1919, few of the elaborate musical shows 
were put on with less than 10 weeks of 
rehearsal. A specific instance of the 
economic hardship sometimes caused by 
long rehearsals may be given. A musi- 
cal comedy which was rehearsed for 
nine weeks opened in a town in New 
York State, and closed after playing 
three nights. Members of this company 
received one half-week’s salary for nine 
and one-half weeks of work. Today all 
of these players would be paid full sal- 
ary after the fifth week of rehearsal, 
except the chorus people, whose Salaries 
would begin after the fourth week. 
What now happens in actual practice. 
with rare exceptions, is that producers 
find it possible to rehearse their com- 
panies within the free rehearsal period 
stipulated by the contract. 


9. The Prevention of “Stranding”. 
The cartoon that pictured the theatrical 
troupe walking the railway ties was

doubtless an exaggeration, but there was 
init that germ of truth that goes with 


true caricature. Tho the more responsi- 


pring their companies back to the point 
of opening, there have been those who 
felt free to close a production far from 
the starting point; and yet others who 
have involuntarily stranded their com- 
panies thru lack of funds. It is the tes- 
timony of both managers and actors that 
strandings in the past were of frequent 
occurrence, and that they often entailed 
real suffering. At present there is no 
such thing as strandings in the old- 
time sense. Every Equity contract calls 
for the return of the actor to the point 
of opening. Moreover, managers whose 
financial rating is dcubtful or worse are 
required to give bond for an amount 
sufficient to pay two weeks’ salary for 
all members of the company, and return 
fares from the farthest point of the pro- 
posed tour. Under these conditions, 
when strandings occur (as strandings 
will in so risky a business as theatrical 
production), funds are immediately tele- 
craphed and the actors are brought 
home, where their services are market- 
able. Equity then proceeds to collect 
from the manager of the stranded com- 

thru forfeiture of the bond or 
otherwise. 


10. Payment for Costumes. Up to 
1919 it was the custom for performers 
to furnish, at their own expense, com- 
plete costumes for modern plays, and 
for “period” or “costume” productions 
many items such as hats, gloves, shoes, 
stockings and wigs. Changes have been 
wroucht in this respect, also. A male 
actor is now required to supply con- 
ventional morning, afternoon and eve- 
ning clothes, but nothing more; while 
the entire stage wardrobe of the woman 
actor is paid for by the manager. This 
difference in treatment is readily ex- 
plained: Men's clothes are relatively in- 
expensive, and the styles change but 
sightly. But the costumes of the actress 
are ofttimes very costly, and their use- 
fulness is affected by swift changes in 
fashion. Hence the provision relating to 
payment for costumes is one of particu- 
larly great importance to women actors. 


HE Equity Minimum Contract fs dis- 

tinctly a minimum contract. Any 

performer who is able to make bet- 
ter terms. by reason of special bargain- 
ing power. is perfectly free to do so. 
An actor may specify, for example, that 
he is to be featured in all newspaper 
and billboard advertising, that his name 
is to appear in electric lights at the 
theater entrance, or that he is to have 
a private car while on tour. He is at 
liberty also to secure the highest salary 
that his ability can demand, for the Ac- 
‘ors’ Equity Association has nothing to 
do with wage rates. Contracts are no 
reviewed by Equity officials, unless their 
advice is asked, ncr are they registered 
Inany way. The remuneration which an 
actor receives remains, therefore, his own 
private affair, unless he or his manager 
chooses to make it public. What the 
association does is to specify the mini- 
mum working conditions under which its 
members may accept employment. No 
member is permitted to sign an agree- 
ment less favorable than the Equity 
Mintmum Contract, for this instrument 
is believed to contain provisions equitable 
to both manager and actor, which can- 
hot be reduced without peril to the in- 
dividual actor and his fellow craftsmen. 
There may be occasional violations of 
this rerulation, tho there would seem to 
be little point to such violation; for if 
an actor hoped, by striking out a re- 
quired clause, to secure a part that might 
otherwise go to another performer, he 
could cain this advantage just as easily 
by making a salary concession, which 
Would be entirely permissible.

7 the Actors’ Equity Association 
‘as organized, 13 years ago, it 
directed its attention at once to 


‘he task which seemed most urgent-- 
namely. to securing the adoption of a 
Standard minimum contract which 
‘hould be fair to manager and actor 


‘like, and which, moreover, should be 
“‘rictly enforced. How that contract 
‘ame to pass is related in Section I of 
‘he present. paper; and in Section IT 1s 
“statement of the gains which it repre- 
Sents That. the actors have not been 
unreasonable will, it is believed, be ap- 
parent. Yet a few words further relative 
'o the contract may not be amiss. Two 

its provisions relate to salary, and 
‘Wee may be compared with industrial 


practice. Full pay for all time worked, 
and additional pay for extra time, has 
long been a rule in the industrial world: 
but it should be noted that instead of 
the customary “time and a half for over- 
time”, the actors ask only pro rata re- 
muneration. The demand that managers 
provide stage costumes and pay all 
transportation is made on the ground 
that these items are expenses of produc- 
tion, and the actor cannot rightly be 
asked to invest capital in an enterprise 
which yields him no dividends or profits. 
The use of arbitration in the settlement 
of industrial differences is plainly in line 
with enlightened business practice. The 
remaining conditions of employment 
may be grouped together, as having for 
their purpose the assurance of two weeks 
of warning, or less, before employment 
ceases. And since the actor invests in 
the production, either four weeks, or 
five, of unpaid service, in the form of 
free rehearsals, this demand can scarcely 
be attacked as unreasonable. The fact 
is that, even among the former enemies 
of Equity, now that the fight is over, 
there can be found no genuine opposi- 
tion tc the working conditions sum- 
marized above. There is criticism of the 
methods by which these conditions were 
achieved, and especially of affiliation 
with the American Federation of Labor 
and the introduction of the Equity Shop 
policy. But the fairness of the personal 
working relations which Equity has set 
up is attested by the managers them- 
, Selves, upon whom, if upon anyone, these 
conditions would work a_ hardship. 
Arthur Hammerstein, president of the 
Managers’ Protective Association, is so 
frank as to say: “The actor has won 
nothing that he does not deserve, and 
the manager has lost nothing that he 
should have retained.” 


Indeed, it is claimed by Equity and 
admitted by many producers that the 
activities of the actors’ union have 
brought definite benefits to the mana- 
gers. It is said, first of all, that the 
present contract wipes out an advantage 
ence held by the unprincipal manager 
who lightened his expenses of produc- 
tion by passing them on, in part, to 
members of his cast. Since the provisions 
secured by Equity bear directly upon 
production costs, or business risks. their 
observance thruout the trade places the 
producers on a more nearly equal foot- 
ing, and relieves the scrupulous manager 
of an undeserved handicap. A secona 
advantage comes thru the disciplinary 
power of the association. Equity stands 
for inviolability of contract. and enforces 
what it calls “two-edged equity”; that 
is, the fulfillment of contract conditions 
by manager and actor alike. The penal- 
ties of contract-breaking are substantial. 
The offending manager is denied the use 
of Equity casts, and the unruly actor 
is censured, suspended or expelled, at the 
discretion of the Equity Council. Breach 
of contract by actors is confined almost 
entirely to contract jumping. Now that 
it involves a forfeiture of two weeks’ 
salary to the manager, the practice is 
not nearly so common as in pre-Equity 
days. Equity goes a step further, and 
guarantees the payment of this penalty; 
if the actor cannot be induced to pay, 
the claim is met by the association, and 
the recalcitrant player is expelled from 
his union. 


UT the disciplinary power of Equity 
B is not limited to violations of con- 

tract. “If an actor's conduct is 
judged by the Council of the A. E. A. to 
be unethical, he may be summarily sus- 
pended,” reads the Equity handbook. A 
recent instance of unethical conduct 
cited by a manager may be given. The 
manager had in one company an actor, 
a very fine comedian, who was given to 
strong drink. Now intoxication in the 
theater is a serious offense, and is pun- 
ishable by instant dismissal. But the 
manager wished, not to discharge the 
performer, but to keep him sober He 
laid the matter before the Equity officials, 
and an Equity committee waited upon 
the actor and explained that he must 
give up drinking or quit the stage. He 
chose the stage, and, two months later, 
when the incident was related, he was 
still strictly sober. 


Finally, the use of arbitration in the 
settlement of individual claims represents 
a gain for the manager. Many claims of 
actors which formerly would have 
reached the courts are now dropped as 
worthless after being discussed with 
Equity officials. There can be little 
doubt that in this way managers have 
been saved much annoyance and not a 
little expense. Moreover. the managers 
may now press claims against actors with- 
out resorting to court procedure, since 
the contract has set up @n agency for

the equitable adjustment of differences. 
Even more important, perhaps, is the 
fact that he now deals with a responsi- 
ble organization, members of which are 
pledged to abide by its decisions. And 
in no matter has Equity been more strict 
than in its insistence upon the prompt 
payment of arbiters’ awards. 

It is beyond the scope of the present 
paper to attemptV¥to forecast the future 
effects of trade unionism among actors. 
There is some corftention that the Actors’ 
Equity Association, tho thus far moder- 
ate in its claims, may be expected with 
each new gain in power to ask more and 
more of the manégers. In view of this 
fear, which is ocgasionally expressed, it 
is but fair to state the Equity arguments 
against the probability that the associa- 
tion will make extortionate demands in 
the future. The first of these is Equity’s 
behavior in the past. It is good union 
policy, no doubt, to practice moderation 
while a strong unipn is being established, 
in the hope that present self-denial will 
have its reward when conditions are ripe 
for action. But there is reason to be- 
lieve that Equity was sufficiently strong, 
in 1924, to have Somes far greater con- 
cessions than were’asked. The published 
statement of a prominent manager, A. H. 
Woods, is to the foint: 

“And now with the stagehands’ and 
musicians’ uniong allied with them it 
would have been so easy a matter for the 
Equity to have allfbut ruined every man- 
ager, who had mure at stake than ex- 
cited speeches and hot-air principles. It 
is to their credit that they were willing 
to effect a settlement that is as protec- 
tive to the managers as it is to them.” 


HIS failure of Equity to make full 

use of its power may be an earnest 

for the future, but it cannot be 
construed as a deAnite guaranty. More 
positive indications of future moderation 
are to be found in the four clauses of 
the 1924 Basic Agreement, thru which 
Equity voluntarily: bound itself in several 
respects. The association agreed, for a 
period of 25 years, (1) not to refuse 
membership to any person of good char- 
acter and of sufficient age to be allowed 
legally to be an actor; (2) not to raise 
the initiation fee, except by consent of 
the Managers’ Protective Association; (3) 
not to interfere with the text or direct- 
ing of any play, and (4) not to compel 
or suggest “the salary or pay which any 
actor may request pr demand of any pro- 
ducer.” There remain, of course, several 
ways in which the union might seek 
further advantages. It might, for ex- 
ample, demand an assured season of 
greater length than the two weeks now 
guaranteed; cr, again, it might attempt 
to shorten or eliminate entirely the 
period of free rehearsals. But few man- 
agers appear to believe that such ex- 
treme demands will be made. They state, 
in this connection, that the average actor 
knows a good deal about the difficulties 
that confront the producer; that he de- 
sires a wide market for his talent, and 
that he is, therefore, unlikely to make 
conditions so burdensome as to exclude 
from the field producers with small capi- 
tal. It is, of course, no secret that the 
Shuberts, the Frohmans, David Belasco 
and other promineént managers, entered 
the producing field with limited re- 
sources. 

Nothing can be said with definite as- 
surance of the future developments of 
Equity policy. Trade union attitudes afe 
so much a matter of leadership that 
changes in the personnel of the officers 
or council might have results that would 
affect the theater powerfully for good or 
for evil. But Equity policy thus far, it 
seems safe to say, has been in fairly close 
conformity with the admonition of Mar- 
cus Aurelius, quoted in the Equity 
handbook: ‘ 

“Love the art, poor as it may be, which 
thou hast learned. and be content with 
it: making thyself neither the tyrant 
nor the slave of any man.”

PASADENA COMMUNITY 
PLAYHOUSE PROGRAM 


The Black Flamingo, a new play by 
Sam Janney, author of Loose Ankles, 
was created at the Pasadena Community 
Playhouse July 26, opening a two weeks’ 
run. Mr. Janney describes The Black 
Flamingo as a romantic melodrama. The 
action is continuous and takes place on 
the evening of July 15, 1789, in a sinister 
sort of inn, once a chateau, in the north 
of France. The setting, designed by Mar- 
garet Linley, contributes much to the at- 
mosphere. Walls, chimney, fireplace 
have settled and sagged, giving the hall a 
threatening, closed-in aspect. 


Mr. Janney has been in Pasadena for 
a month, watching the production of his 
new mystery play. which is being di- 
rected by Gilmor Brown and his as- 
sociates, Maurice Wells and Ralph Freud. 
Much care was taken /n the casting. The 
characters were created by Robert Grif- 
fin, Mrs. A. H. Palmer, Kathleen Fitz, 
Richard Menafee, Maurice Wells, Jerome 
Coray, William Fuller, Dolly Green, Sarah 
Burns, Ralph Freud, Lloyd Nolan and 
Dwight Newton, with Gilmor Brown in 
the principal comedy role. 

Period plays are always given beauti- 
fully at the Community Playhouse. 
Catherine Turney is chairman of the pro- 


duction committee for The Black 
Flamingo. Assisting her are Priscilla 
Beattie, Josephine Fentinger, Virginia 


Steele and Julia North. Mrs. Carl Chapin 
and Anne Trittipoe are in charge of the 
costumes.

The only 
rule governing eligibility is that one must 
have punched cows before 1891, and this 
rule means that it is a genuine “old- 
timers’ and real cow-punchers affair. 
“Drug store” and “movie” cowboys are 
out.

HULET™, Wyo.—The first roundup of 
wild horses under the new State law in 
this section will be held in the north- 
western part of Crook County, beginning 
August 8. The district is overrun with 
abandoned horses, many of which have 
drifted in from Montana, where efforts 
to rid the ranges of them were made 
two years ago. Round-up headquarters 
will be at the John K. Driskill ranch. 


GADSBY, Alta—The fourth annual 
stampede, held on the heights above 
the steep banks of the Battle River, 
proved one of the best yet. In the 
bucking finals the contestants were 
narrowed down to six, when Pete Knight, 
of Crossfield, again demonstrated his 
gameness by riding the worst horse of 
the day, while suffering from a bruised 
shoulder, as well as his finesse, by se- 
curing first place. Casey Patterson, of 
Gadsby, came second, also winning the 
wild cow milking contest. Slim Watrin, 
of High River, was also among the 
finalists. 


HERBERT MADDY sends the follow- 
ing: “King Bros.’ Rodeo is liked in Flint, 
Mich. Col. Jack W. King has played 
there twice within a month, both dates 
being week stands, and both being records 
in the way of business. Then Col. King 
plaved a week in Owosso for the Sports- 
men's Club, and followed this with a 
splendid week in Fenton, Mich. Doc 
Stewart, owner of Lakeside Park, at Flint, 
journeyed to Fenton, and made Col. King 
a proposition to put his show in the ball 
park at his amusement resort. Bill 
Power, publicity director of the park, 
started an intensive publicity campaign, 
and the result was a tremendous week's 
business, despite the fact that two nights 
were lost on account of inclement 
weather. Lapeer gave the rodeo a good 
four days’ business. A two days’ stand 
will be played in Imlay City, and then 
the show will go into Pontiac for a 
week's engagement.” 


A. H. BARKLEY defends the rodeo. In 
a letter to the editor of The Chicago 
Journal he said: “The letter of George 
B. Wheeler, which appeared in The 
Journal on July 25, couldn't have been 
much further from the truth. In the 
first place, the reporis of both the Anti- 
Cruelty and Humane societies, which 
were looking for cruelty at the time, 
Stated that there was no cruelty and that 
no animals were injured at the rodeo 
last vear 

“Mr. Wheeler also tries to create the 
impression that there are no rodeos held 
in Texas. One of the largest of all the 
annual rodeos is held at Fort Worth 
every March as the feature of the world- 
famous fat stock show 

“He also speaks of ‘the strong protest 
against shows of this character.’ The 
Chicago Rodeo is not a show, but a 
world’s championship contest conducted 
along thrilling but humane lines, and 
th only protests have come from a 
‘mall group, some members of which 
are evidently suffering from an advanced 
form of zoolatry. 

“As a rodeo fan for many years, as the 
result of seeing these contests right out 
in the cow country, I wish to protest 
#vainst the protestors. What have they 
to offer as a substitute to entertain the 
public, advertise the city in a favorable 
“ay and to perpetuate the real traditions 
ol the cowboy who pioneered the West 
und laid the foundation for our great 
meat-packing industry?”

A Tribute to Leo Friedman

His troubles o’er, his lifeless form at 
rest beneath the cold clods of syme- 
pathetic Mother Earth. the memory of 
Leo Friedman, noted concessionaire, 
prince of good fellows—a square shooter 
—whose word was his bond and whose 
friends were legion. still lives with those 
with whom he was associated, and who 
will, in the days to come, recall him as 
a man among men. 

Rubin Gruberg. who knew him well. 
and who loved him as a brother, while 
in a reminiscent mood, following the 
first sudden shock of Leo’s sad demise, 
remembered his early days when he was 
first breaking into the show business. 

“Leo began as a concessioner on the 
excursion steamboa'‘s plying out of New 
York harbor in the days when he was 
a boy of 14. He was for many years 
associated with Mrs. S. C. Edson, and 
trouped with B. H Patrick, at that time 
at the height of his hectic career as a 
carnival impresario. _ From a humble 
beginner as a vender of whips. canes 


“and candies, Leo. by indefatigable effort, 


thrift and perseverance, rose meteorically 
to the topmost pinnacle of his chosen 
profession, and became one of the best- 
known concessionaires in America. 

“He was a familiar figure on the mid- 
ways of the greatest fairs in the United 
States and Canada, popular. 
immaculate in his dress and manner, 
fluent conversationalist, a loyal friend 
and a man with no enemies. 

“The death of Leo Friedman removes 
from the carnival business one of its 
most picturesque high lights, and his 
untimely demise is regretted sincerely 
the length and breadth of the land. 
Modest, unassuming and always ready to 
open his purse strings to the call of the 
needy, his death is a sad blov’ to the 
thousands who knew and who loved him.

concession. The whole situation is said 
to rest about the office of the tax col- 
lector, who apparently has been fixed by 
the moving picture interests not to 
suspend the local ordinance again for 
any cause whatsoever. A. P. Craner 
called a meeting of the local showmen 
last week to take steps to combat the 
situation.

calls “steer decorating’, same as bull- 
dogging, only contestant puts ribbon on 
steer’s horns, then throws up his hand 
for time. Animal is not allowed to be 
thrown. A fast stunt that makes an au- 
dience stand in their seats and yell. No 
possible chance for any objection by 
humane society. All contest promoters 
will do well to adopt Weadick’s “steer 
decorating”. 

The chack-wagon race as staged at 
Calgary is a “knockout”. Nineteen outfits 
entered this year, running in sections of 
four, breaking camp, cutting a figure 
eicht around bartels, and running the 
half mile in one minute and 17 seconds. 
The wildest race ever presented in North 
America The democrat and the Cali- 
fornia cart race, both darbs. 

Bucking horses! Never saw so many at 
anybody’s show anywhere. Good ones, 
ask Paddy Ryan, Mike Stuart, Breezy 
Cox, Bob Askins or any of the boys who 
were there that have sat on about as 
many as anyone. Semi-final day they 
turned out 87 bronks in the open, and 
Canadian events and in the bareback. 
In the erand finals and the consolation 
contests there were 137 bronks turned 
out in one day. 

Calf ropers and good ores, 15 seconds 
flat being the best time mace AS a cOoW- 
boy performance, Calgary has it and 
then plenty more. The thing that strikes 
the visitor at Calgary is the lack of pro- 
fescionalism. The majority of the con- 
testants are boys who come in from the 
ranches once a year to “The Stampede." 
It is their annual holiday. Ranchers and 
their families are ‘there, sending their 
crews and “wagon” horses, etc., to meet 
in competition. to visit and have a good 
time. All friends. extending the welcome 
hand of the range to the boys from 
across the boundary line who come to 
compete. The merchants and business 


men decorate their places of business 
in old-time frontier style. Everyone in 
town enters the spirit of the thing. That 
is what has made Calgary different, the 
genuine spirit of the West, as portrayed 
there by its citizens. They have the 
natural location, they have the material, 
and they blend them into an entertain- 
ment so spectacular that it is impossible 
to duplicate Calgary's efforts outside the 
confines of “The Friendly City of The 
Foothills,” as they like to be referred to. 
The annual reunion of the “Old Pio- 
reers,”” the gigantic Stampede parade on 
the opening day. is something students 
of the early West, should not miss. It's a 
classic. 

Weadick, so I was informed in Calgary, 
came there with his idea in 1912. It has 
heen hard work for cne man with an 
icea to develop it to the point that “The 
Stampede” has been developed, yet he 
has done it. and has the citizens of Cal- 
gary and the Province of Alberta behind 
him to a man. Yes, it must have been a 
big job, but it has been done and done 
well, so well that I am of the opinion 
that even the most enthusiastic of Cal- 
garians hardly realize what a valuable 
piece of property they have in their 
Stampede. They live so close to the style 
cf work presented that they do not grasp 
the bigness of their proposition as a 
means of attracting increased thousands 
to their city and province as each year 
goes by. 

As long as “The Stampede” at Calgary 
continues, with Weadick methods there 
can be no question of its attendance in- 
creasing annually, nor of their having as 
they truthfully advertise “world's great- 
est combined celebration”, and a fronticr 
dav show that is different from all 
others. They tell me their dates in 1928 
are week of July 10 to 15. I'll be there, 
and advise everyone else that wants to 
see a cenuine Western presentation that 
cannot be beaten anywhere to be at Cal- 
gary on those dates.

They are John Mc- 
Closky, notion worker, and Clancy, the 
old-time paddle worker. All the boys 
left here yesterday (July 30) for Chat- 
ham, N. Y., for the big Firemen’s Day. 


A NEW LICENSE TAX SCHEDULE, 
virtually prohibitive so far as p.tchmen 
are concerned, is in force at Sheibyville, 
Ill, Clarence Hardy, old showman, sends 
in & newspaper report carrying the pro- 
visions of the new ordinance. Under the 
ordinance persons peddling watches or 
jewelry must pay the city $20 a cay or 
$100 a week. Peddlers of dress goods or 
clothing must pay $20 a day; fruits or 
vegetables, $25 a day; books, pictures, 
etc., $10 a day. For selling any otner 
article, excepting magazines or news- 
papers, $20 a day. Street hawkers are 
Prohibited from selling or displaying 
goods within the business section of 
the city. The penalty for violation is a 
fine of not less than $5 nor more than 
$100. An ordinance restricting tent 
shows, roller skating rinks and other 
places of amusement was passed. Shows 
and amusements are divided in nine 
classes. Class 1 included lectures ana 
entertainments of an educational na- 
ture, license fee $5 for each perform- 
ance. Class 2, musical entertainments, 
moving pictures, sleight of hand, etc., 
with a license fee of $20 for each per- 
formance. Classes 3 and 4 include cir- 
cuses and menageries, with a license fee 
of $35 a day for circuses and $20 for 
menageries. Class 5 licenses merry-go- 
rounds for $20 a week. Class 6 covers 
Tolling skating rinks with a license fee 
of $5 a day. Class 7 includes vaudeville 
and minstrel shows, the license fee be- 
ing fixed at $20 a day. Class eight, 
caravans. musical and variety entertain- 
ments, $20 a day. Class 9, theatricals and 
other entertainments, $20 a day. The 
annual license fee for opera houses or 
moving picture houses is fixed at $69 
a year, and the annual license fee of 
roller skating rinks is $200 a year.

carnivals are paying more than the ap- 
plicable tariffs specify. 

Some Western roads, it is understood, 
collect a double charge for two-road 
movements when a one-rcad continuous 
movement charge should be collected, 
and one-night-stand shows are made to 
pay $3.60 a day parking, whereas they 
shculd have 24 hours free time, thus 
eliminating the charge entirely. These 
practices, also the excessive storage 
charges that cost showmen collectively 
abeut $50.000 a year, will be fought next 
by COMA if funds are proviaea. 


To expedite the straightening out of 
any future difficulties encountered with 
railroads in regard to tarifts, special rul- 
ings, etc., Captain Swain suggests that 
showmen wire him immediately in care 
of Swain Building, New Orleans, and he 
in turn will take up the matter direct 
with the proper bureaus in Washington, 
where prompt action will be obtained. 
Circus, carnival and other showmen need 
not fear to send details of their railroad 
eases, Captain Swain says, a8 everything 
will be kept confidential. When COMA 
handles a complaint thru the I. C. C. 
no information is given out. 


In speaking of his recent interviews 
with railroad officials, Captain Swain 
said he found the presidents and man- 
agers generally very pleasant and easy 
to get along with after they had been 
convinced. They were surprised to find 
that COMA is better informed than their 
own legal advisers in regard to railroad 
matters and legal rights and the officials 
showed a desire to avoid formal hear- 
ings. One prominent railroad man mace
